PURPOSE  In  as  much  as  driveways  and  entrances  are,  in 
effect,  intersections,  they  require  certain  controls  as  to  size 
and  location  in  order  to  provide  safe  and  efficient  access  to

property  fronting  on  the  road,  as  well  as  to  provide  for  the 
proper  and  suitable  discharge  and  control  of  surface 
drainage  in  and  around  said  driveway,  this  ordinance  is 
enacted. 

PERMIT  AND  PENALTY  Anyone  desiring  to  construct,  alter, 
repair  or  relocate  a  driveway  in  order  to  obtain  access  to  an 
existing  or  proposed  street  or  roadway,  shall  first  apply  for 
and  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Selectmen's  Office  of  the  Town 
of  Brookline,  which  permit  shall  provide  for  the  construction, 
alteration,  repair  or  relocation  of  such  driveway  in  accor- 
dance with  the  following  specification. 

No  construction  of  any  driveway  shall  be  permitted  without 
such  permit. 

No  use  of  such  driveway  (except  of  a  temporary  nature  dur- 
ing construction)  shall  take  place  until  the  Town  Road  Agent 
shall  inspect  the  construction  of  the  driveway  and  certify  that 
said  driveway  conforms  to  the  specifications  set  forth  in  this 
ordinance. 

Anyone  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  may  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  each 
offense  and  may  be  enjoined  from  causing  vehicular  traffic 
to  traverse  any  part  of  town  property  to  gain  access  to  the 
town  road  from  other  property. 

GENERAL  SPECIFICATIONS 
Design  Features 

Maximum  width  at  property  line  25  feet 

Minimum  tangent  between  drives  100  feet 

Minimum  distance  from  Intersection        100  feet 
Minimum  sight  distance  400  feet 

Maximum  percentage  of  available 

frontage  in  driveway  30  percent 

In  the  case  of  rear  lots  with  access  ways  to  local  streets,  the 
above  requirements  for  minimum  tangent  between  drives 
and  maximum  frontage  in  drives  shall  not  apply. 
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Upon  any  application  for  a  driveway  permit,  the  applicant 
shall  confer  with  the  Town  Road  Agent  who  shall  determine 
specifications  as  to  sloping,  culverts,  and  other  aspects  of 
construction  of  said  driveway  as  said  Road  Agent  deems 
necessary  in  order  to  properly  provide  for  adequate  drainage, 
snow  removal,  safety,  etc.  to  prevent  undue  interference  with 
the  proper  use  of  existing  access  roads.  It  shall  be  a  require- 
ment of  construction,  that  such  specifications  of  the  Town 
Road  Agent  be  complied  with  prior  to  use  of  such  driveway. 

Upon  written  application,  subject  to  recommendations  of  the 
Town  Road  Agent,  the  Selectmen  may  waive  any  of  the 
foregoing  requirements  when  it  is  shown  that  strict  com- 
pliance would  cause  undue  hardship  or  is  not  in  the  public 
Interest. 

In  the  event  that  any  of  the  foregoing  conflicts  with  existing 
State  Law  dealing  with  the  same  subject  matter,  then  the 
State  Legislation  shall  prevail  to  that  extent. 

EASEMENT  AND  BOND 

The  applicant,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen,  as 
a  condition  of  the  granting  of  the  permit,  be  required  to  pro- 
vide to  the  Town  of  Brookline,  an  easement  to  the  extent 
deemed  necessary  by  the  said  Selectmen  for  the  purposes 
of  entering  upon  the  premises  of  the  applicant  to  control  or 
maintain  surface  drainage  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  for 
and  incident  to  such  drainage.  To  that  end,  and  where  ap- 
propriate and  necessary,  in  the  discretion  of  said  Selectmen, 
the  applicant  may  be  required  to  provide  a  Bond  or  Sureties 
In  such  sum  as  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  construc- 
tion of  such  culverts,  piping,  ditching  or  other  efforts  inciden- 
tal to  and  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  and  control  of 
surface  and  sub-surface  drainage  in  and  around  the  vicinity 
of  the  proposed  driveway,  both  on  the  property  of  the  appli- 
cant or  on  the  property  of  the  Town. 

All  funds  provided  to  the  Town  in  satisfaction  of  this  obliga- 
tion shall  be  deposited  in  an  escrow  savings  account  main- 
tained by  the  Town  for  said  purpose,  and  portions  of  said 
funds  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Selectmen  from  time  to  time 
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to  apply  against  the  cost  of  any  portion  of  said  construction 
which  the  Town  Is  obliged  to  undertake  to  complete.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  funds  shall  be  expended  by  the  Town 
at  any  site  in  excess  of  the  amount  on  deposit  pertaining  to 
such  site. 

FEES 

No  permit  shall  be  Issued  until  a  payment  of  a  fee,  which 
fee  shall  be  established  from  time  to  time  by  the  Selectmen 
as  they  see  fit,  said  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  Town  of  Brookline. 

25.  (By  Ballot)  Are  you  In  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment 
No.  2  by  adopting  CABO  One  &  Two  Family  Dwelling  Code,  1986 
Edition  as  the  Building  Code  for  one  and  two  family  dwellings,  and 
the  BOCA  Code,  1987  Revision  as  the  Building  Code  for  all  construc- 
tion other  than  one  and  two  family  dwellings  as  proposed  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board?  (Planning  Board  approves) 

26.  (By  Ballot)  Are  you  In  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment 
No.  3  by  deleting  Section  4,  I  of  the  Brookline  Building  Code  and 
adopting  the  Floodplain  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  as  follows?  (  Planning  Board  approves) 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  lands  designated 
as  special  flood  hazard  areas  by  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  In  Its  "Flood  Insurance  Study  for  the 
Town  of  Brookline  N.H."  together  with  the  associated  Flood 
Insurance  Rate  Maps  and  Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway 
maps  of  the  Town  of  Brookline  dated  April  4, 1975  which  are 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Ordinance. 

1 .     DEFINITION  OF  TERMS 

Area  of  shallow  flooding  -  means  a  designated  AO,  AH, 
or  VO  zone  on  a  community's  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map 
(FIRM)  with  a  one  percent  or  greater  annual  chance  of 
flooding  to  an  average  depth  of  one  to  three  feet  where 
a  clearly  defined  channel  does  not  exist,  where  the  path 
of  flooding  is  unpredictable  and  where  velocity  flow  may 
be  evident.  Such  flooding  Is  characterized  by  ponding 
or  sheet  flow. 
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Area  of  special  flood  hazard  -  is  the  land  in  the  flood 
plain  within  a  community  subject  to  a  one  percent  or 
greater  chance  of  flooding  in  any  given  year.  The  area 
may  be  designated  as  Zone  A  on  the  FHBM.  After  detail- 
ed ratemaking  has  been  completed  in  preparation  for 
publication  of  the  FIRM,  Zone  A  usually  is  refined  into 
Zones  A,  AO,  AH,  A1-30,  AE.  A99.  VO,  or  V1-30,  VE  or  V. 

Base  Flood  -  means  the  flood  having  a  one  percent 
chance  of  being  equalled  or  exceeded  in  any  given  year. 

Basement  -  means  any  area  of  the  building  having  its 
floor  subgrade  (below  ground  level)  on  all  sides. 

Building  -  see  Structure. 

Breakaway  wall  -  means  a  wall  that  is  not  part  of  the 
structural  support  of  the  building  and  is  intended  through 
its  design  and  construction  to  collapse  under  specific 
lateral  loading  forces  without  causing  damage  to  the 
elevated  portion  of  the  building  or  supporting  foundation. 

Development  -  means  any  man-made  change  to  improv- 
ed or  unimproved  real  estate,  including  but  not  limited 
to  building  or  other  structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling, 
grading,  paving,  excavation  or  drilling  operations. 

Flood  or  Flooding  -  means  a  general  and  temporary 
condition  of  partial  or  complete  inundation  of  normally 
dry  land  areas  from: 

a.  The  overflow  of  inland  or  tidal  waters. 

b.  The  unusual  and  rapid  accumulation  or 
runoff  of  surface  waters  from  any  source. 

Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  Map  -  (FLOODWAY) 
is  an  official  map  of  the  community,  on  which  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  has  delineated  the 
"Regulatory  Floodway".  This  map  should  not  be  used 
to  determine  the  correct  flood  hazard  zone  or  base  flood 
elevation,  the  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  will  be 
used  to  make  determination  of  flood  hazard  zones  and 
base  flood  elevations. 
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Flood  Elevation  Study  -  means  an  examination  evalua- 
tion and  determination  of  flood  hazards  and,  if  ap- 
propriate, corresponding  water  surface  elevation,  or  an 
examination,  evaluation  and  determination  of  mudslide 
(i.e.,  mudflow)  and/or  flood  related  erosion  hazards. 

Flood  Hazard  Boundaiy  Map  -  (FHBM)  means  an  of- 
ficial map  of  a  community,  issued  by  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency,  where  the  boundaries 
of  the  flood,  mudslide  (i.e.,  mudflow)  related  erosion 
areas  having  special  hazards  have  been  designated  as 
Zones  A,  M.  and/or  E. 

Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  -  (FIRM)  means  an  official 
map  of  a  community,  on  which  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  has  delineated  both  the  special 
hazard  areas  and  the  risk  premium  zones  applicable  to 
the  community. 

Flood  Insurance  Study  -  see  Flood  Elevation  study. 

Flood  plain  or  Flood  prone  area  -  means  any  land  area 
susceptible  to  being  inundated  by  water  from  any  source 
(see  definition  of  flooding). 

Flood  proofing  -  means  any  combination  of  structural 
and  non-structural  additions,  changes,  or  adjustments 
to  structures  which  reduce  or  eliminate  flood  damage 
to  real  estate  or  improved  real  property,  water  and 
sanitary  facilities,  structures  and  their  contents. 

Floodway  -  see  regulatory  floodway. 

Functional  dependent  use  -  means  a  use  which  can- 
not perform  its  intended  purpose  unless  it  is  located  or 
carried  out  in  close  proximity  to  water.  The  term  includes 
only  docking  facilities,  port  facilities  that  are  necessary 
for  the  loading  and  unloading  of  cargo  or  passengers, 
and  ship  building  and  ship  facilities,  but  does  not  include 
long-term  storage  or  related  manufacturing  facilities. 
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Highest  adjacent  grade  -  means  the  highest  natural 
elevation  of  the  ground  surface  prior  to  construction  next 
to  the  proposed  walls  of  a  structure. 

Lowest  Floor  -  means  the  lowest  floor  of  the  lowest 
enclosed  area  (including  basement).  An  unfinished  or 
flood  resistent  enclosure,  usable  solely  for  parking  of 
vehicles,  building  access  or  storage  in  an  area  other  than 
a  basement  area  is  not  considered  a  building's  lowest 
floor;  provided  that  such  enclosure  is  not  built  so  as  to 
render  the  structure  in  violation  of  the  applicable  non- 
elevation  design  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Mean  Sea  Level  -  means,  for  purposes  of  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program,  the  National  Geodetic  Vertical 
Datum  (NGVD)  of  1929  or  other  datum,  to  which  base 
flood  elevations  shown  on  a  community's  Flood  In- 
surance Rate  Map  are  referenced. 

Manufactured  Home  -  means  a  structure,  transportable 
in  one  or  more  sections,  which  is  built  on  a  permanent 
chassis  and  is  designed  for  use  with  or  without  a  per- 
manent foundation  when  connected  to  the  required 
utilities.  For  flood  plain  management  purposes  the  term 
"manufactured  home"  also  includes  park  trailers,  travel 
trailers,  and  other  similar  vehicles  placed  on  a  site  for 
greater  than  1 80  consecutive  days.  For  insurance  pur- 
poses the  term  "manufactured  home"  does  not  include 
park  trailers,  travel  trailers,  and  other  similar  vehicles. 

Manufactured  home  park  or  subdivision  -  means  a 
parcel  (or  contiguous  parcels)  of  land  divided  into  two 
or  more  manufactured  home  lots  for  rent  or  sale. 

100  year  flood  -  see  base  flood. 

Regulatory  floodway  -  means  the  channel  of  a  river  or 
other  watercourse  and  the  adjacent  land  areas  that  must 
be  reserved  in  order  to  discharge  the  base  flood  without 
cumulatively  increasing  the  water  surface  elevation  more 
than  one  foot  at  any  point.  These  areas  are  designated 
as  floodways  on  the  Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway 
Maps. 
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Riverine  -  means  relating  to,  formed  by,  or  resembling 
a  river  (including  tributaries),  stream,  brook,  etc. 

Special  Flood  Hazard  area  -  means  an  area  having 
special  flood,  mudslide  (i.e.,  mudflow)  and/or  flood 
related  erosion  hazards,  and  shown  on  an  FHBM  or 
FIRM  as  Zone  A,  AO,  A1-30,  AE,  A99,  AH,  VO,  V1-30, 
VE,  V,  M,  or  E.  (see  area  of  special  flood  hazard). 

Structure  -  means  for  floodplain  management  purposes, 
a  walled  and  roofed  building,  including  a  gas  or  liquid 
storage  tank,  that  is  principally  above  ground,  as  well 
as  a  manufactured  home. 

Start  of  Construction  -  includes  substantial  improve- 
ment, and  means  the  date  the  building  permit  was 
issued,  provided  the  actual  start  of  construction,  repair, 
reconstruction,  placement,  or  other  improvement  was 
within  180  days  of  the  permit  date.  The  actual  start 
means  either  the  first  placement  of  permanent  construc- 
tion of  a  structure  on  a  site,  such  as  the  pouring  of  slab 
or  footings,  the  installation  of  piles,  the  construction  of 
columns,  or  any  work  beyond  the  stage  of  excavation; 
or  the  placement  of  a  manufactured  home  on  a  founda- 
tion. Permanent  construction  does  not  include  land 
preparation,  such  as  clearing,  grading  and  filling;  nor 
does  it  include  the  installation  of  streets  and/or 
walkways;  or  does  it  include  excavation  for  a  basement, 
footings,  piers,  or  foundations  or  the  erection  of  tem- 
porary forms;  not  does  it  include  the  installation  on  the 
property  of  accessory  buildings,  such  as  garages  or 
sheds  not  occupied  as  dwelling  units  or  not  part  of  the 
main  structure. 

Substantial  improvement  -  means  any  combination  of 
repairs,  reconstruction,  alteration,  or  improvements  to 
a  structure  in  which  the  cumulative  cost  equals  or  ex- 
ceeds fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  market  value  of  the  struc- 
ture. The  market  value  of  the  structure  should  be  (1)  the 
appraised  value  of  the  structure  prior  to  the  start  of  the 
Initial  repair  or  improvement,  or  (2)  in  the  case  of 
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damage,  the  value  of  the  structure  prior  to  the  damage 
occurring.  For  the  purposes  of  this  definition,  "substan- 
tial improvement"  is  considered  to  occur  when  the  first 
alteration  of  any  wall,  ceiling,  floor,  or  other  structural 
part  of  the  building  commences,  whether  or  not  that 
alteration  affects  the  external  dimensions  of  the  struc- 
ture. The  term  does  not,  however,  include  any  project 
for  improvement  of  a  structure  required  to  comply  with 
existing  health,  sanitary,  or  safety  code  specifications 
which  are  solely  necessary  to  assure  safe  living  condi- 
tions or  any  alteration  of  a  structure  listed  on  the  Na- 
tional Register  of  Historic  Places. 

Water  surface  elevation  -  means  the  height,  in  relation 
to  the  National  Geodetic  Vertical  Datum  (NGVD)  of  1929, 
(or  other  datum,  where  specified)  of  floods  of  various 
magnitudes  and  frequencies  in  flood  plains  of  coastal 
or  riverine  areas. 

All  proposed  development  in  any  special  flood  hazard 
areas  shall  require  a  permit. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all  building  permit 
applications  for  new  construction  or  substantial  im- 
provements to  determine  whether  proposed  building 
sites  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  If  a  propos- 
ed building  site  is  in  a  floodprone  area,  all  new  construc- 
tion and  substantial  improvements  shall; 

a.  be  designed  (or  modified)  and  adequately 
anchored  to  prevent  flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral 
movement  of  the  structure  resulting  from 
hydrodynamic  and  hydrostatic  loads,  including 
the  effects  of  buoyancy, 

b .  be  constructed  with  materials  resistant  to  flood 
damage, 

c .  be  constructed  by  methods  and  practices  that 
minimize  flood  damages. 
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d .    be  constructed  with  electrical,  heating,  ventila- 
tion, plumbing,  and  air  conditioning  equipment 
and  other  service  facilities  that  are  designed 
and/or  located  components  during  conditions  of 
flooding. 

4 .  Where  new  and  replacement  water  and  sewer  systems 
(including  on-site  systems)  are  proposed  in  floodprone 
areas,  the  applicant  shall  provide  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor with  assurance  that  new  and  replacement  sanitary 
sewage  systems  will  be  designed  to  minimize  or 
eliminate  infiltration  of  flood  waters  into  the  systems  and 
discharges  from  the  systems  into  flood  waters,  and  on- 
site  waste  disposal  systems  will  be  located  to  avoid  im- 
pairment to  them  or  contamination  from  them  during 
periods  of  flooding. 

5 .  The  Building  Inspector  shall  maintain  for  public  inspec- 
tion, and  furnish  upon  request,  any  certification  of  flood- 
proofing  and  the  as  built  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean 
sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  of  all 
new  or  substantially  improved  structures,  and  include 
whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement.  If 
the  structure  has  been  floodproofed,  the  as  build  eleva- 
tion (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  struc- 
ture was  floodproofed.  This  information  must  be  furnish- 
ed by  the  applicant. 

6.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  proposed 
developments  to  insure  that  all  necessary  permits  have 
been  received  from  those  governmental  agencies  from 
which  approval  is  required  by  Federal  or  State  law,  in- 
cluding Section  404  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Con- 
trol Act  Amendments  of  1972,  33  U.S.C.  1334.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  applicant  to  certify  these 
assurances  to  the  Building  Inspector. 

7 .  In  riverine  situations,  prior  to  the  alteration  or  relocation 
of  a  watercourse,  the  applicant  for  such  authorization 
shall  notify  the  Wetlands  Board  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Environmental  Services  Department  and  submit  copies 
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of  such  notification  to  the  Building  Inspector.  Further, 
the  applicant  shall  be  required  to  submit  copies  of  said 
notification  to  those  adjacent  communities  as  determin- 
ed by  the  Building  Inspector. 

Within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of  any  water- 
course, the  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor, certification  provided  by  a  registered  professional 
engineer  assuring  that  the  flood  carrying  capacity  of  the 
watercourse  has  been  maintained. 

Along  watercourses  that  have  a  designated  Regulatory 
Floodway  no  encroachments,  including  fill,  new  con- 
struction, substantial  improvements,  and  other  develop- 
ment are  allowed  within  the  designated  Regulatory 
Floodway  that  would  result  in  any  Increase  in  flood  levels 
within  the  community  during  the  base  food  discharge. 
In  Zone  A  the  Building  Inspector  shall  obtain,  review,  and 
reasonably  utilize  any  floodway  data  available  from  a 
Federal,  State,  or  other  source  as  criteria  for  requiring 
that  development  meet  the  floodway  requirements  of  this 
section.  Along  watercourses  that  have  not  had  a 
regulatory  floodway  designated,  no  new  construction, 
substantial  improvements  or  other  development  (in- 
cluding fill)  shall  be  permitted  within  Zones  A1-30  and 
AE  on  the  FIRM,  inless  it  is  demonstrated  that  the 
cumulative  effect  of  the  proposed  development,  when 
combined  with  all  other  existing  and  anticipated  develop- 
ment, will  not  increase  the  water  surface  elevation  of  the 
base  flood  more  than  one  foot  at  any  point  within  the 
community. 

In  special  flood  hazard  areas  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
determine  the  100  year  flood  elevation  in  the  following 
order  of  precedence  according  to  the  data  available: 

a.  In  Zones  A1-30,  AH,  AE,  V1-30,  &  VE  refer  to  the 
elevation  provided  in  the  communities  Flood  In- 
surance Study  and  accompanying  FIRM  or  FHBM. 
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b .  In  unnumbered  A  zones  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
obtain,  review,  and  reasonably  utilize  any  100  year 
flood  elevation  data  available  from  Federal,  State, 
development  proposals  submitted  to  the  communi- 
ty (example  subdivisions,  site  approvals,  etc.)  or 
other  source. 

c .  In  Zone  AO  the  1 00  year  flood  elevation  is  determin- 
ed by  adding  the  elevation  of  the  highest  adjacent 
grade  to  the  depth  number  specified  on  the  FIRM 
or  if  no  depth  number  is  specified  on  the  FIRM  at 
least  two  feet. 

The  Building  Inspector's  100  year  flood  elevation  deter- 
mination will  t>e  used  as  criteria  for  requiring  in  Zones 
A1-30,  AE,  AH.  AO  and  A  that; 

a .  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements 
of  residential  structures  have  the  lowest  floor  (in- 
cluding basement)  elevated  to  or  abowe  the  100  year 
flood  level; 

b.  that  all  new  construction  and  substantial  im- 
provements of  non-residential  structures  have  the 
lowest  floor  (including  basement)  elevated  to  or 
above  the  100  year  flood  level;  or  together  with  at- 
tendant utility  and  sanitary  facilities,  shall: 

1 .  be  floodproofed  so  that  the  1 00  year  flood  eleva- 
tion the  structure  is  watertight  with  walls 
sut)stantially  impermeable  to  the  passage  of 
water; 

2 .  have  structural  components  capable  of  resisting 
hydrostatic  and  hydronamic  loads  and  the  ef- 
fects of  buoyancy;  and 

3.  be  certified  by  a  resistered  professional 
engineer  or  architect  that  the  design  and 
methods  of  construction  are  in  accordance  with 
accepted  standards  of  practice  for  meeting  the 
provisions  of  this  section; 
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all  manufactured  homes  to  be  placed  or  substantially 
Improved  within  special  flood  hazard  areas  shall  be 
elevated  on  a  permanent  foundation  such  that  the 
lowest  floor  of  the  manufactured  home  is  at  or  above 
the  base  flood  level  and  be  securely  anchored  to 
resist  flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement. 
Methods  of  anchoring  may  Include,  but  are  not 
limited  to,  use  of  over-the-top  or  frame  ties  to  ground 
anchors.  This  requirement  is  in  addition  to  applicable 
state  and  local  anchoring  requirements  for  resisting 
wind  forces; 

for  all  new  construction  and  substantial  Im- 
provements, fully  enclosed  areas  below  the  lowest 
floor  that  are  subject  to  flooding  are  permitted  pro- 
viding the  enclosed  areas  meet  the  following 
requirements: 

1 .  the  enclosed  area  is  unfinished  or  flood  resis- 
tent,  usable  solely  for  parking  of  vehicles, 
building  access  or  storage; 

2 .  the  area  is  not  a  basement; 

3.  shall  be  designed  to  automatically  equalize 
hydrostatic  flood  forces  on  exterior  walls  by 
allowing  for  the  entry  and  exit  of  floodwaters. 
Designs  for  meeting  this  requirement  must 
either  be  certified  by  a  registered  professional 
engineer  or  architect  or  must  meet  or  exceed 
the  following  minimum  criteria: 

a.  a  minimum  of  two  openings  having  a  total 
net  area  of  not  less  than  one  square  inch 
for  every  square  foot  of  enclosed  area  sub- 
ject to  flooding  shall  be  provided. 

b .  the  bottom  of  all  openings  shall  be  no  higher 
than  one  foot  abowe  grade. 
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c .  openings  may  be  equipped  with  screens, 
louvers,  or  other  coverings  or  devices  pro- 
vided that  they  permit  the  automatic  entry 
and  exit  of  floodwaters; 

e.  proposed  structures  to  be  located  on  slopes  in 
Special  Flood  Hazard  Areas,  Zones  AH  and  AD, 
shall  include  adequate  drainage  paths  to  guide  flood 
waters  around  and  away  from  the  proposed 
structures. 

9 .  a .  This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote 
of  any  legal  Town  Meeting  when  such  amendment 
is  included  in  the  Official  Town  Warrant. 

b .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

c .  The  Building  Inspector  shall  not  in  any  case  be  liable 
for  any  damage  resulting  from  construction  done 
under  his  permit  whether  or  not  such  construction 
is  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

d .  The  invalidity  of  any  provision  or  part  of  a  provision 
of  this  ordinance  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any 
other  provisions. 

e .  Every  person,  persons,  firm,  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fin- 
ed as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
each  day  such  violation  may  exist. 

f .  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Building 
Inspector  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
as  set  up  in  the  Brookline  Zoning  and  Land  Use 
Ordinance. 

27.  (By  Ballot)  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment 
No.  4  by  adopting  the  Cluster  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Brookline  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance 
as  follows?  (Planning  Board  approves) 
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A.  GENERAL 

The  cluster  development  ordinance  shall  be  considered 
as  overlaying  the  Residential  agricultural  District  as 
established  by  the  Brookline  Zoning  Ordinance.  The 
Planning  Board  shall  approve  cluster  developments  in 
accordance  with  site  plan  review  and  subdivision  regula- 
tions and  any  other  Town  ordinances  and  regulations, 
State  regulations,  and  Federal  regulations  as  may  apply. 

B.  PURPOSE  AND  OBJECTIVES 

The  cluster  development  ordinance  maintains  the  overall 
tract  density  allowed  in  Brookline's  Residential 
agricultural  District  zoning.  In  place  of  subdividing  an  en- 
tire tract  into  lots  of  conventional  size,  a  cluster  develop- 
ment allows  the  same  number  of  housing  units  to  be  ar- 
ranged on  lots  of  reduced  dimensions.  The  remaining 
land  in  the  tract  which  has  not  been  built  upon  shall  be 
reserved  as  open  space,  to  be  held  in  a  form  of  owner- 
ship or  easement  which  prevents  it  from  being  further 
sut^divided  as  conveyed  by  deed.  The  intent  of  the  or- 
dinance is  to  promote  residential  construction  on  the 
most  appropriate  and  buildable  areas  of  a  tract  of  land. 

The  cluster  development  ordinance  is  intended  to  pro- 
mote the  following  objectives: 

Preservation  of  the  natural  and  scenic  qualities  of 
the  land  being  developed  and  subdivided;  this  can 
include  areas  such  as  open  fields,  scenic  vistas, 
agricultural  lands  and  other  areas  important  to  main- 
taining Brookline's  rural  character; 

Prevention  of  the  disruption  of  a  tract's  natural 
drainage  systems  and  preservation  of  its  natural 
topography,  open  spaces  and  vegetation; 

Flexibility  in  the  design  and  development  of  residen- 
tial land  in  order  to  ensure  its  most  appropriate  and 
efficient  use; 
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Efficiency  by  promoting  a  lesser  and  more  practical 
network  of  streets  and  utilities  and  the  occurance 
of  maintenance  and  upkeep  costs  of  such  service 
systems  which  can  help  to  reduce  housing  costs; 
and 

Orderly  growth  in  accordance  with  the  Brookline 
Master  Plan  so  as  to  promote  the  health,  safety  and 
general  welfare  of  the  residents  of  Brookline. 

C.  PERMISSIBLE  USE  LOCATIONS 

The  use  of  the  cluster  development  option  is  limited  to 
the  Residential  Agricultural  District  as  Identified  on  the 
Brookline  Zoning  Map. 

D.  PERMISSIBLE  USES 

Residential  and  supporting  recreational  uses  (such  as 
walking  and  bike  paths,  ball  fields,  hard  courts  and 
playgrounds)  are  permitted  and  those  uses  identified  in 
the  Brookline  Zoning  Ordinance,  Article  V,  Residential- 
Agricultural  District,  Section  B,  subsection  5. 

E.  PERMISSIBLE  BUILDING  TYPES 

Single  family  attached  units,  up  to  a  two  (2)  unit  max- 
imum. Attached  units  are  to  be  in  townhouse  style,  with 
no  vertical  overlap  between  or  among  units. 

Single  family  detached  units. 

Customary  accessory  buildings  and  structures  are  per- 
mitted as  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

F.  MAXIMUM  BUILDING  HEIGHT 

NO  structure  shall  be  constructed  to  a  height  greater 
than  thirty-five  (35)  feet  or  two  and  one  half  (2-1/2)  stories 
whichever  is  lesser  as  measured  from  the  lowest  adja- 
cent exterior  elevation.  Chimneys,  ventilators  and  other 
necessary  mechanical  apparatus,  usually  located  above 
roof  level,  may  project  not  more  than  a  total  of  ten  (10) 
feet  above  the  roof  upon  which  they  are  situated. 
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G.  MINIMUM  TRACT  SIZE 

Twenty  (20)  acres. 

H.  MAXIMUM  UNIT  DENSITY  ALLOWED 

The  maximum  unit  density  is  determined  according  to 
the  following  procedure: 

1 .  Determine  the  square  footage  of  the  useable 
(developable)  tract  area  by  taking  the  gross  tract 
area  minus  the  following: 

a .  The  area  of  all  open  water; 

b.  Seventy-five  (75)  percent  of  the  area  of  all 
wetlands  (as  defined  in  the  Brookline  wetlands 
Conservation  Ordinance). 

c .  Slopes  greater  than  thirty-five  (35)  percent; 

d.  The  area  of  all  Public  roads  (including 
right-of-way). 

2 .  To  determine  the  maximum  number  of  units  allowed: 

First:         Divide  the  usable  (developable)  tract  by 
sixty  thousand  (60,000)  square  feet  to 
determine  the  number  of  units. 

Second:    Divide  the  total  tract  area  by  eighty 
thousand  (80,000)  square  feet  to 
determine  the  number  of  units. 

Third:        Whichever  number  is  lower  shall  be 
the  maximum  number  of  units 
allowed. 

I .     FRONTAGE,  ACCESS,  SETBACKS  AND  LOT  SIZE 
REQUIREMENTS 

1 .    Frontage 

One  Hundred  (1 00)  feet  on  a  public 
right  of  way  Class  V  or  better,  from 
which  the  lot  takes  its  access. 
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2 .  Access 

For  cluster  developments  containing 
twenty-five  (25)  units  or  greater  there 
shall  be  provided  two  (2)  access 
points.  One  additional  access  must  be 
provided  for  each  additional  twenty- 
four  (24)  units. 

Ex:    1-24=  1  access 
25-47=  2  accesses 
48-71  =  3  accesses 

a)  Internal  roads  shall  be  built  to  current  subdivi- 
sion standards  as  adopted  by  the  Planning 
Board,  and  such  road(s)  shall  not  be  conveyed 
to  the  Town;  and  shall  be  maintained  by  the 
homeowner's  association. 

b )  Each  access  requires  1 00  feet  of  frontage  on  a 
public  right  of  way  Class  V  or  better. 

3 .  Setbacks 

Front:       No  structure  or  parking  area  shall  be 
closer  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet 
from  an  existing  public  right  of  way. 

Side  and  Rear:    No  structure  or  parking  area  shall 
be  within  seventy-five  (75)  feet  of  an 
abutting  property  line. 

Internal  Requirements: 

No  structure  shall  be  closer  than 
twenty  (20)  feet  from  the  edge  of  a 
private  right-of-way  or  thirty  (30)  feet 
from  a  proposed  public  right  of  way. 

No  proposed  single  family  detached 
unit  may  be  within  thirty  feet  of  an  ad- 
joining structure. 

No  proposed  single  family  attached 
unit  may  be  within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  an 
adjoining  structure. 
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J .    OPEN  SPACE 

A  minimum  of  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the  gross  tract 
area  shall  be  set  aside  as  open  space  intended  for  the 
use  and  enjoyment  of  the  residents  of  the  development. 
This  open  space  shall  be  permanently  restricted  for 
recreation,  open  space  and  conservation  uses,  and  pro- 
tected by  a  homeowners  association.  Upon  mutual, 
agreement  of  the  Town,  and  the  developer  and/or  the 
homeowners  association,  a  portion  of  the  open  space 
may  be  permanently  protected  by  a  public  body  which 
shall  maintain  the  land  for  the  benefit  of  the  general 
public.  The  Town  and  the  property  owners  within  the 
development  shall  be  assured  of  enforceable  rights  with 
respect  to  such  preservation. 

Such  open  space  shall  not  be  resubivided  further  but 
may  contain  accessory  structures  and  improvements  ap- 
propriate for  educational,  recreational  or  social  uses 
upon  approval  by  the  Planning  Board. 

The  following  may  not  be  used  in  the  determination  of 
the  minimum  required  open  space: 

a .  areas  to  be  devoted,  to  roads  or  private  vehicular 
traffic; 

b .  areas  incorporated  into  the  design  of  septic  systems; 

c .  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  percent  of  the  open  space 
land  should  consist  of  open  water,  wetlands  and 
slopes  greater  than  thirty-five  (35)  percent. 

Open  space  areas  shall  have  adequate  access  to  allow 
for  the  recreational  uses  of  those  areas. 

K.   HOMEOWNERS  ASSOCIATION 

The  homeowners  association  shall: 

1 .  Obligate  purchasers  to  participate  in  a  homeowners 
association  and  to  support  maintenance  of  the  open 
space   areas  (including   developed   recreational 
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areas),  private  streets  and  utilities  by  paying  to  the 
association  assessment  sufficient  for  such 
maintenance  and  subjecting  their  properties  to  a  lien 
for  enforcement  of  payment  of  the  respective 
assessments. 

2 .  Empower  the  Town,  as  well  as  other  purchasers  in 
the  development,  to  enforce  the  obligations  of  the 
homeowners  association  that  affect  the  health  and 
safety  of  Brookline  residents. 

3 .  Provide  for  agreements: 

a.  that  if  the  Town  is  required  to  perform  any 
maintenance  work  pursuant  to  item  2.  above, 
said  purchasers  would  pay  the  cost  thereof  and 
that  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  upon  their  proper- 
ties until  said  cost  has  been  paid; 

b .  that  the  developer  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
formation  of  the  homeowners  association  of 
which  the  developer-  or  if  the  developer  is  not 
the  owner  of  the  development,  then  such 
owner-  shall  be  a  member  until  all  of  the  lots 
of  record  are  sold; 

c .  other  equivalent  provisions  to  assure  adequate 
perpetual  maintenance  may  be  permitted  if  ap- 
proved by  the  Planning  Board. 

4 .  Be  structured  so  as  to  provide  that  the  memt)ebship 
and  obligation  of  unit  purchasers  in  the  homeowners 
association  will  be  automatic  upon  the  conveyance 
of  title  or  lease  of  individual  dwelling  units. 

L.    WATER  AND  SEPTIC  SYSTEMS 

A  cluster  development  or  portions  thereof  may  be  serv- 
ed by  common  water  and  septic  systems,  the  design  and 
construction  of  which  must  be  approved  by  state  and 
local  authorities.  All  pertinent  local  and  state  regulations 
regarding  the  placement  and  construction  of  septic 
systems  shall  be  applicable.  The  applicant  shall 
demonstrate  that  the  water  and  septic  systems  will  be 
adequately  maintained  and  operated  for  the  life  of  the 
project.

M.  BUFFER  PROVISIONS 

A  seventy-five  (75)  foot  buffer  area  along  the  entire 
parcel  perimeter  must  be  proposed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  may  allow 
construction  of  necessary  facilities  (such  as  acccess 
driveways,  hydrants,  or  drainage  structures)  within  the 
buffer  zone.  This  buffer  is  to  be  considered  part  of  the 
common  open  land  as  described  in  Section  J. 

A  visual  buffer  must  be  provided  utilizing  whenever 
possible  the  existing  trees  and  vegetation.  Where  the 
visual  buffer  area  is  not  naturally  wooded,  a  visually  at-  j 
tractive  and  appropriate  combination  of  landscaping  and 
fencing  (to  be  approved  by  the  Planning  Board)  shall  be 
used  to  screen  the  subdivision  from  the  view  of  road- 
way or  abutter.

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Amendment  1.    DRIVEWAY  ORDINANCE 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41  RSA  and  Chapter  47  RSA, 
the  following  driveway  regulations  are  hereby  established  for  the 
Town  of  Brookline,  N.H. 

Purpose— In  as  much  as  driveways  and  entrances  are,  in  effect, 
intersections,  they  require  certain  controls  as  to  size  and  location 
in  order  to  provide  safe  and  efficient  access  to  property  fronting  on 
the  road,  as  well  as  to  provide  for  the  proper  and  suitable  discharge 
and  control  of  surface  drainage  in  and  around  said  driveway,  this 
ordinance  is  enacted. 

Permit  and  Penalty— Anyone  desiring  to  construct,  alter,  repair  or 
relocate  a  driveway  in  order  to  obtain  access  to  an  existing  or  pro- 
posed street  or  roadway,  shall  first  apply  for  and  obtain  a  permit  from 
the  Selectmen's  Office  of  the  Town  of  Brookline,  which  permit  shall 
provide  for  the  construction,  alteration,  repair  or  relocation  of  such 
driveway  in  accordance  with  the  following  specifications. 

No  construction  of  any  driveway  shall  be  permitted  without  such 
permit. 

No  use  of  such  driveway  (except  of  a  temporary  nature  during  con- 
struction) shall  take  place  until  the  Town  Road  Agent  shall  inspect 
the  construction  of  the  driveway  and  certify  that  said  driveway 
conforms  to  the  specifications  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 

Anyone  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  may  be  punish- 
ed by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  each  offense  and 
may  be  enjoined  from  causing  vehicular  traffic  to  traverse  any  part 
of  town  property  to  gain  access  to  the  town  road  from  other 
property. 
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General  Specifications 

Design  Features: 

Maximum  width  at  property  line  25  feet 

Minimum  tangent  between  drives  100  feet 

Minimum  distance  from  intersection  100  feet 

Minimum  sight  distance  400  feet 

Maximum  percentage  of 

available  frontage  in  driveway  30  percent 

In  the  case  of  rear  lots  with  access  ways  to  local  streets,  the  above 
requirements  for  minimum  tangent  between  drives  and  maximum 
frontage  in  drives  shall  not  apply. 

Upon  any  application  for  a  driveway  permit,  the  applicant  shall  con- 
fer with  the  Town  Road  Agent  who  shall  determine  specifications  as 
to  sloping,  culverts,  and  other  aspects  of  construction  of  said 
driveway  as  said  Road  Agent  deems  necessary  in  order  to  properly 
provide  for  adequate  drainage,  snow  removal  safety,  etc.  to  prevent 
undue  interference  with  the  proper  use  of  existing  access  roads.  It 
shall  be  a  requirement  of  construction  that  such  specifications  of  the 
Town  Road  Agent  be  complied  with  prior  to  use  of  such  driveway. 

Upon  written  application,  subject  to  recommendations  of  the  Town 
Road  Agent,  the  Selectmen  may  waive  any  of  the  foregoing  require- 
ments when  it  is  shown  that  strict  compliance  would  cause  undue 
hardship  or  is  not  in  the  public  interest. 

In  the  event  that  any  of  the  foregoing  conflicts  with  existing  State 
law  dealing  with  the  same  subject  matter,  then  the  State  legislation 
shall  prevail  to  that  extent. 

Easement  and  Bond 

The  applicant  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen,  as  a  condi- 
tion of  the  granting  of  the  permit,  be  required  to  provide  to  the  Town 
of  Brookline,  an  easement  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary  by  the 
said  Selectmen  for  the  purposes  of  entering  upon  the  premises  of 
the  applicant  to  control  or  maintain  surface  drainage  and  to  do  all 
things  necessary  for  and  incident  to  such  drainage.

All  funds  provided  to  the  Town  in  satisfaction  of  this  obligation  shall 
be  deposited  in  an  escrow  savings  account  maintained  by  the  Town 
for  said  purpose,  and  portions  of  said  funds  may  be  withdrawn  by 
the  Selectmen  from  time  to  time  to  apply  against  the  cost  of  any  por- 
tion of  said  construction  which  the  Town  is  obliged  to  undertake  to 
complete.  Provided,  however,  that  no  funds  shall  be  expended  by 
the  Town  at  any  site  in  excess  of  the  amount  on  deposit  pertaining 
to  such  site. 

Fees 

No  permit  shall  be  issued  until  a  payment  of  a  fee,  which  fee  shall 
be  established  from  time  to  time  by  the  Selectmen  as  they  see  fit, 
said  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  Town  of  Brookline. 

Amendment  3.    FLOODPLAIN  ORDINANCE 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  lands  designated  as 
special  flood  hazard  areas  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency  in  its  "Flood  Insurance  Study  for  the  Town  of  Brookline, 
N.H."  together  with  the  associated  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps  and 
Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  maps  of  the  Town  of  Brookline  dated 
April  4,  1975  which  are  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Ordinance. 

Item  1  —  Definition  of  Terms 

Area  of  shallow  flooding  means  a  designated  AO,  AH,  or  VO  zone 
on  a  community's  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  with  a  one  per- 
cent or  greater  annual  chance  of  flooding  to  an  average  depth  of 
one  to  three  feet  where  a  clearly  defined  channel  does  not  exist, 
where  the  path  of  flooding  is  unpredictable  and  where  velocity  flow 
may  be  evident.  Such  flooding  is  characterized  by  ponding  or  sheet 
flow. 
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Area  of  special  flood  hazard  is  the  land  in  the  flood  plain  within 
a  community  subject  to  a  one  percent  or  greater  chance  of  flooding 
in  any  given  year.  The  area  may  be  designated  as  Zone  A  on  the 
FHBM.  After  detailed  ratemaking  has  been  completed  in  prepara- 
tion for  publication  of  the  FIRM,  Zone  A  usually  is  defined  into  Zones 
A,  AO,  AH,  A1-30,  AE,  A99,  VO,  or  V1-30,  VE,or  V. 

Base  flood  means  the  flood  having  a  one  percent  chance  of  being 
equalled  or  exceeded  in  any  given  year. 

Basement  means  any  area  of  the  building  having  its  floor  subgrade 
(below  ground  level)  on  all  sides. 

Building  —  see  Structure. 

Breakaway  wall  means  a  wall  that  is  not  part  of  the  structural  sup- 
port of  the  building  and  is  intended  through  its  design  and  construc- 
tion to  collapse  under  specific  lateral  loading  forces  without  causing 
damage  to  the  elevated  portion  of  the  building  or  supporting 
foundation. 

Development  means  any  man-made  change  to  improved  or  unim- 
proved real  estate,  including  but  not  limited  to,  building  or  other  struc- 
tures, mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading,  paving,  excavation  or  drill- 
ing operations. 

Flood  or  Flooding  means  a  general  and  temporary  condition  of  par- 
tial or  complete  inundation  of  normally  dry  land  areas  from: 

a.  The  overflow  of  inland  or  tidal  waters. 

b.  The  unusual  and  rapid  accumulation  or  runoff  of  surface  waters 
from  any  source. 

Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  Map  (FLOODWAY)  is  an  official 
map  of  the  community,  on  which  the  Federal  Emergency  Manage- 
ment Agency  has  delineated  the  "Regulatory  Floodway".  This  map 
should  not  be  used  to  determine  the  correct  flood  hazard  zone  or 
base  flood  elevation,  the  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  will  be 
used  to  make  determination  of  flood  hazard  zones  and  base  flood 
elevations. 
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Flood  elevation  study  means  an  examination,  evaluation  and  deter- 
mination of  flood  hazards  and,  if  appropriate,  corresponding  water 
surface  elevation,  or  an  examination,  evaluation,  and  determination 
of  mudslide  (i.e.,  mudflow)  and/or  flood  related  erosion  hazards. 

Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  (FHBM)  means  an  official  map  of  a 
community,  issued  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency, 
where  the  boundaries  of  the  flood,  mudslide  (i.e.,  mudflow)  related 
erosion  areas  having  special  hazards  have  been  designated  as  Zones 
A,  M,  and/or  E. 

Flood  insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  means  an  official  map  of  a  com- 
munity, on  which  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  has 
delineated  both  the  special  hazard  areas  and  the  risk  premium  zones 
applicable  to  the  community. 

Flood  Insurance  Study  —  see  Flood  Elevation  study. 

Flood  plain  or  Flood  prone  area  means  any  land  area  susceptible 
to  being  inundated  by  water  from  any  source  (see  definition  of 
flooding). 

Flood  proofing  means  any  combination  of  structural  and  non- 
structual  additions,  changes,  or  adjustments  to  structures  which 
reduce  or  eliminate  flood  damage  to  real  estate  or  improved  real  pro- 
perty, water  and  sanitary  facilities,  structures  and  their  contents. 

Floodway  —  see  regulatory  floodway. 

Functional  dependent  use  means  a  use  which  cannot  perform  its 
intended  purpose  unless  it  is  located  or  carried  out  in  close  proximi- 
ty to  water.  The  term  includes  only  docking  facilities,  port  facilities 
that  are  necessary  for  the  loading  and  unloading  of  cargo  or 
passengers,  and  ship  building  and  ship  facilities,  but  does  not  in- 
clude long-term  storage  or  related  manufacturing  facilities. 

Highest  adjacent  grade  means  the  highest  natural  elevation  of  the 
ground  surface  prior  to  construction  next  to  the  proposed  walls  of 
a  structure. 
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Lowest  floor  means  the  lowest  floor  of  the  lowest  enclosed  area  (in- 
cluding basement).  An  unfinished  or  flood  resistent  enclosure.usable 
solely  for  parking  of  vehicles,  building  access  or  storage  in  an  area 
other  than  a  basement  area  is  not  considered  a  buildings  lowest  floor: 
Provided,  that  such  enclosure  is  not  built  so  as  to  render  the  struc- 
ture in  violation  of  the  applicable  non-elevation  design  requirements 
of  this  ordinance. 

Mean  Sea  Level  means,  for  purposes  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
Program,  the  National  Geodetic  Vertical  Datum  (NGVD)  of  1929  or 
other  datum,  to  which  base  flood  elevations  shown  on  a  communi- 
ty's Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  are  referenced. 

Manufactured  Home  means  a  structure,  transportable  in  one  or 
more  sections,  which  is  built  on  a  permanent  chassis  and  is  design- 
ed for  use  with  or  without  a  permanent  foundation  when  connected 
to  the  required  utilities.  For  flood  plain  management  purposes  the 
term  'manufactured  home'  also  includes  park  trailers,  travel  trailers, 
and  other  similar  vehicles  placed  on  a  site  for  greater  than  180  con- 
secutive days.  For  insurance  purposes  the  term  'manufactured  home' 
does  not  include  park  trailers,  travel  trailers,  and  other  similar 
vehicles. 

Manufactured  home  park  or  subdivision  means  a  parcel  (or  con- 
tiguous parcels)  of  land  divided  into  two  or  more  manufactured  home 
lots  for  rent  or  sale. 

100  year  flood  —  see  base  flood. 

Regulatory  f  loodway  —  means  the  channel  of  a  river  or  other  water- 
course and  the  adjacent  land  areas  that  must  be  reserved  in  order 
to  discharge  the  base  flood  without  cumulatively  increasing  the  water 
surface  elevation  more  than  one  foot  at  any  point.  These  areas  are 
designated  as  floodways  on  the  Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  Maps. 

Riverine  —  means  relating  to,  formed  by,  or  resembling  a  river  (in- 
cluding tributaries),  stream,  brook,  etc.

Special  Flood  Hazard  area  —  means  an  area  having  special  flood, 
mudslide  (i.e.,  mudflow)  and/or  flood-related  erosion  hazards,  and 
shown  on  an  FHBM  or  FIRM  as  Zone  A,  AO,  A1-30,  AE,  A99,  AH, 
VO,  V1-30,  VE,  V,  M,  or  E.  (see  area  of  special  flood  hazard).  Struc- 
ture means  for  floodplain  management  purposes,  a  walled  and  roof- 
ed building,  including  a  gas  or  liquid  storage  tank,  that  is  principally 
above  ground,  as  well  as  a  manufactured  home. 

Start  of  Construction  ~  includes  substantial  improvement,  and 
means  the  date  the  building  permit  was  issued,  provided  the  actual 
start  of  construction,  repair,  reconstruction,  placement,  or  other  im- 
provement was  within  180  days  of  the  permit  date.  The  actual  start 
means  either  the  first  placement  of  permanent  construction  of  a  struc- 
ture on  a  site,  such  as  the  pouring  of  slab  or  footings,  the  installa- 
tion of  piles,  the  construction  of  columns,  or  any  work  beyond  the 
stage  of  excavation;  or  the  placement  of  a  manufactured  home  on 
a  foundation.  Permanent  construction  does  not  include  land  prepara- 
tion, such  as  clearing,  grading  and  filling;  nor  does  it  include  the  in- 
stallation of  streets  and/or  walkways;  or  does  it  include  excavation 
for  a  basement,  footings,  piers,  or  foundations  or  the  erection  of  tem- 
porary forms;  nor  does  it  include  the  installation  on  the  property  of 
accessory  buildings,  such  as  garages  or  sheds  not  occupied  as  dwell- 
ing units  or  not  part  of  the  main  structure. 

Substantial  Improvement  means  any  combination  of  repairs, 
reconstruction,  alteration,  or  improvements  to  a  structure  in  which 
the  cumulative  cost  equals  or  exceeds  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  market 
value  of  the  structure.  The  market  value  of  the  structure  should  be 
(1)  the  appraised  value  of  the  structure  prior  to  the  start  of  the  initial 
repair  or  improvement,  or  (2)  in  the  case  of  damage,  the  value  of 
the  structure  prior  to  the  damage  occurring.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
definition,  "substantial  improvement"  is  considered  to  occur  when 
the  first  alteration  of  any  wall,  ceiling,  floor,  or  other  structural  part 
of  the  building  commences,  whether  or  not  that  alteration  affects  the 
external  dimensions  of  the  structure.  The  term  does  not,  however 
include  any  project  for  improvement  of  a  structure  required  to  comply 
with  existing  health,  sanitary,  or  safety  code  specifications  which  are 
solely  necessary  to  assure  safe  living  conditions  or  any  alteration 
of  a  structure  listed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 
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Water  surface  elevation  means  the  height,  in  relation  to  the  National 
Geodetic  Vertical  Datum  (NGVD)  of  1929,  (or  other  datum,  where 
specified)  of  floods  of  various  magnitudes  and  frequencies  in  flood 
plains  of  costal  or  riverine  areas. 

Item  2 

All  proposed  development  in  any  special  flood  hazard  areas  shall 
require  a  permit. 

Item  3 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all  building  permit  applications 
for  new  construction  or  substantial  improvements  to  determine 
whether  proposed  building  sites  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding. 
If  a  proposed  building  site  is  in  a  floodprone  area,  all  new  construction 
and  substantial  improvements  shall: 

a.  be  designed  (or  modified)  and  adequately  anchored  to  pre- 
vent flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure 
resulting  from  hydrodynamic  and  hydrostatic  loads,  including 
the  effects  of  buoyancy, 

b.  be  constructed  with  materials  resistant  to  flood  damage, 

c.  be  constructed  by  methods  and  practices  that  minimize  flood 
damages, 

d.  be  constructed  with  electrical,  heating,  ventilation,  plumbing, 
and  air  conditioning  equipment  and  other  service  facilities 
that  are  designed  and/or  located  components  during  condi- 
tions of  flooding. 
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Item  4 

Where  new  and  replacement  water  and  sewer  systems  (including 
on  site  systems)  are  proposed  in  floodprone  areas  the  applicant  shall 
provide  the  Building  Inspector  with  assurance  that  new  and  replace- 
ment sanitary  sewage  systems  will  be  designed  to  minimize  or 
eliminate  infiltration  of  flood  waters  into  the  systems  and  discharges 
from  the  systems  into  flood  waters,  and  on-site  waste  disposal 
systems  will  be  located  to  avoid  impairment  to  them  or  contamina- 
tion from  them  during  periods  of  flooding. 

Item  5 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  maintain  for  public  inspection,  and 
furnish  upon  request,  any  certification  of  flood-proofing  and  the  as 
built  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (in- 
cluding basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures, 
and  include  whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement.  If 
the  structure  has  been  floodproofed,  the  as  built  elevation  (in  rela- 
tion to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  structure  was  floodproofed.  This 
information  must  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

Item  6 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  proposed  developments  to  insure 
that  all  necessary  permits  have  been  received  from  those  govern- 
mental agencies  from  which  approval  is  required  by  federal  or  state 
law,  including  Section  404  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act 
Amendments  of  1972,  33  U.S.C.  1334.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  applicant  to  certify  these  assurances  to  the  Building  Inspector. 

Item? 

In  riverine  situations,  prior  to  the  alteration  or  relocation  of  a  water- 
course, the  applicant  for  such  authorization  shall  notify  the  Wetlands 
Board  of  the  New  Hampshire  Environmental  Services  Department 
and  submit  copies  of  such  notification  to  the  Building  Inspector. 
Further,  the  applicant  shall  be  required  to  submit  copies  of  said 
notification  to  those  adjacent  communities  as  determined  by  the 
Building  Inspector. 
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Within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of  any  watercourse,  the  appli- 
cant shall  submit  to  the  Building  Inspector,  certification  provided  by 
a  registered  professional  engineer  assuring  that  the  flood  carrying 
capacity  of  the  watercourse  has  been  maintained. 

Along  watercourses  that  have  a  designated  Regulatory  Floodway  no 
encroachments,  including  fill,  new  construction,  substantial  improve- 
ments, and  other  development  are  allowed  within  the  designated 
Regulatory  Floodway  that  would  result  in  any  Increase  in  flood  levels 
within  the  community  during  the  base  flood  discharge.  In  Zone  A  the 
Building  Inspector  shall  obtain,  review,  and  reasonably  utilize  any 
floodway  data  available  from  a  Federal,  State,  or  other  source  as 
criteria  for  requiring  that  development  meet  the  floodway  require- 
ments of  this  section.  Along  watercourses  that  have  not  had  a 
regulatory  floodway  designated,  no  new  construction,  substantial  im- 
provements or  other  development  (including  fill)  shall  be  permitted 
within  Zones  A1-30  and  AE  on  the  FIRM,  unless  it  is  demonstrated 
that  the  cumulative  effect  of  the  proposed  development,  when  com- 
bined with  all  other  existing  and  anticipated  development,  will  not 
increase  the  water  surface  elevation  of  the  base  flood  more  than  one 
foot  at  any  point  within  the  community. 

Item  8 

In  special  flood  hazard  areas  the  Building  Inspector  shall  determine 
the  100-year  flood  elevation  in  the  following  order  of  precedence  ac- 
cording to  the  data  available: 

a.  In  Zones  A1-30,  AH,  AE,  V1-30,  and  VE  refer  to  the  eleva- 
tion provided  in  the  communities  Flood  Insurance  Study  and 
accompanying  FIRM  or  FHBM. 

b.  In  unnumbered  A  zones  the  Building  Inspector  shall  obtain, 
review,  and  reasonably  utilize  any  100-year  flood  elevation 
data  available  from  Federal,  State,  development  proposals 
submitted  to  the  community  (example  subdivisions,  site  ap- 
provals, etc.)  or  other  source. 

c.  In  Zone  AO  the  100-year  flood  elevation  is  determined  by 
adding  the  elevation  of  the  highest  adjacent  grade  to  the 
depth  number  specified  on  the  FIRM  or  if  no  depth  number 
is  specified  on  the  FIRM  at  least  two  feet. 
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The  Building  Inspector's  1 00-year  flood  elevation  determination  will 
be  used  as  criteria  for  requiring  in  Zones  A1-30,  AE,  AH,  AO  and 
A  that: 

a.  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  of 
residential  structures  have  the  lowest  floor  (including  base- 
ment) elevated  to  or  above  the  100-year  flood  level; 

b.  that  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  of 
nonresidential  structures  have  the  lowest  floor  (including 
basement)  elevated  to  or  above  the  100-year  flood  level;  or 
together  with  attendant  utility  and  sanitary  facilities,  shall: 

1 .  be  f loodproofed  so  that  the  1 00-year  flood  elevation  the 
structure  is  watertight  with  walls  substantially  im- 
permeable to  the  passage  of  water; 

2.  have  structural  components  capable  of  resisting 
hydrostatic  and  hydrodynamic  loads  and  the  effects  of 
buoyancy;  and 

3.  be  certified  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  or  ar- 
chitect that  the  design  and  methods  of  construction  are 
in  accordance  with  accepted  standards  of  practice  for 
meeting  the  provisions  of  this  section; 

c.  all  manufactured  homes  to  be  placed  or  substantially  improv- 
ed within  special  flood  hazard  areas  shall  be  elevated  on  a 
permanent  foundation  such  that  the  lowest  floor  of  the 
manufactured  home  is  at  or  above  the  base  flood  level;  and 
be  securely  anchored  to  resist  flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral 
movement.  Methods  of  anchoring  may  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to,  use  of  over-the-top  or  frame  ties  to  ground 
anchors.  This  requirement  is  in  addition  to  applicable  state 
and  local  anchoring  requirements  for  resisting  wind  forces; 
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d.  for  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements,  fully 
enclosed  areas  below  the  lowest  floor  that  are  subject  to 
flooding  are  permitted  providing  the  enclosed  areas  meet  the 
following  requirements: 

1 .  the  enclosed  area  is  unfinished  or  flood  resistant,  usable 
solely  for  parking  of  vehicles,  building  access  or  storage; 

2.  the  area  is  not  a  basement; 

3.  shall  be  designed  to  automatically  equalize  hydrostatic 
flood  forces  on  exterior  walls  by  allowing  for  the  entry 
and  exit  of  floodwaters.  Designs  for  meeting  this  require- 
ment must  either  be  certified  by  a  registered  profes- 
sional engineer  or  architect  or  must  meet  or  exceed  the 
following  minimum  criteria: 

a.  a  minimum  of  two  openings  having  a  total  net  area 
of  not  less  than  one  square  inch  for  every  square 
foot  of  enclosed  area  subject  to  flooding  shall  be 
provided. 

b.  the  bottom  of  all  openings  shall  be  no  higher  than 
one  foot  above  grade. 

c.  openings  may  be  equipped  with  screens,  louvers,  or 
other  coverings  or  devices  provided  that  they  permit 
the  automatic  entry  and  exit  of  floodwaters; 

e.  proposed  structures  to  be  located  on  slopes  in  Special  Flood 
Hazard  Areas,  Zones  AH  and  AD,  shall  include  adequate 
drainage  paths  to  guide  flood  waters  around  and  away  from 
the  proposed  structures. 

Item  9 

a.  This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  any 
legal  Town  Meeting  when  such  amendment  is  included  in 
the  Official  Town  Warrant. 

b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

c.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  not  in  any  case  be  liable  for  any 
damage  resulting  from  construction  done  under  his  permit 
whether  or  not  such  construction  is  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance. 
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d.  The  invalidity  of  any  provision  or  part  of  a  provision  of  this 
ordinance  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provisions. 

e.  Every  person,  persons,  firm,  or  corporation  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  as  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  each  day  such  violation  may 
exist. 

f.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector 
may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  as  set  up  in  the 
Brookline  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance. 


Amendment  4.    CLUSTER  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

The  authority  for  the  cluster  zoning  technique  exists  under  state 
statutes: 

CHAPTER  674  -  LOCAL  LAND  USE  PLANNING  AND 

REGULATORY  POWERS  DEVELOPMENT 

674:21  INNOVATIVE  LAND  USE  CONTROLS  I. 
(4)  CLUSTER  DEVELOPMENT 

A.  GENERAL 

The  cluster  development  ordinance  shall  be  considered  as 
overlaying  the  Residential-Agricultural  District  as  established 
by  the  Brookline  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  Planning  Board 
shall  approve  cluster  developments  in  accordance  with  site 
plan  review  and  subdivision  regulations  and  any  other  Town 
ordinances  and  regulations,  State  regulations,  and  Federal 
regulations  as  may  apply. 

B.  Purpose  and  Objectives 

The  cluster  development  ordinance  maintains  the  overall  tract  den- 
sity allowed  in  Brookline's  Residential-Agricultural  District  zoning. 
In  place  of  subdividing  an  entire  tract  into  lots  of  conventional  size, 
a  cluster  development  allows  the  same  number  of  housing  units  to 
be  arranged  on  lots  of  reduced  dimensions.  The  remaining  land  in 
the  tract  which  has  not  been  built  upon  shall  be  reserved  as  open 
space,  to  be  held  in  a  form  of  ownership  or  easement  which  prevents 
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it from  being  further  subdivided  as  conveyed  by  deed.  The  intent  of 
the  ordinance  is  to  promote  residential  construction  on  the  most  ap- 
propriate and  buildable  areas  of  a  tract  of  land. 

The  cluster  development  ordinance  is  intended  to  promote  the  follow- 
ing objectives: 

Preservation  of  the  natural  and  scenic  qualities  of  the  land  being 
developed  and  subdivided;  this  can  include  areas  such  as  open 
fields,  scenic  vistas,  agricultural  lands  and  other  areas  important 
to  maintaining  Brookline's  rural  character; 

Prevention  of  the  disruption  of  a  tract's  natural  drainage  systems 
and  preservation  of  its  natural  topography,  open  spaces  and 
vegetation; 

Flexibility  in  the  design  and  development  of  residential  land  in 
order  to  ensure  its  most  appropriate  and  efficient  use; 

Efficiency  by  promoting  a  lesser  and  more  practical  network  of 
streets  and  utilities  and  the  occurrence  of  maintenance  and 
upkeep  costs  of  such  service  systems  which  can  help  to  reduce 
housing  costs;  and 

Orderly  growth  in  accordance  with  the  Brookline  Master  Plan  so 
as  to  promote  the  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  Brookline. 

C.  PERMISSIBLE  USE  LOCATIONS 

The  use  of  the  cluster  development  option  is  limited  to  the 
Residential-Agricultural  District  as  identified  on  the  Brookline 
Zoning  Map. 

D.  PERMISSIBLE  USES 

Residential  and  supporting  recreational  uses  (such  as  walk- 
ing and  bike  paths,  ball  fields,  hard  courts  and  playgrounds) 
are  permitted  and  those  uses  identified  in  the  Brookline  Zon- 
ing Ordinance,  Article  V,  Residential-Agricultural  District, 
Section  B,  subsection  5. 
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E.  PERMISSIBLE  BUILDING  TYPES 

Single  family  attached  units,  up  to  a  two  (2)  unit  maximum. 
Attached  units  are  to  be  in  townhouse  style,  with  no  vertical 
overlap  between  or  among  units. 

Single  family  detached  units. 

Customary  accessory  buildings  and  structures  are  permitted 
as  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

F.  MAXIMUM  BUILDING  HEIGHT 

No  structure  shall  be  constructed  to  a  height  greater  than 
thirty-five  (35)  feet  or  two  and  one  half  (2V2)  stories 
whichever  is  lesser  as  measured  from  the  lowest  adjacent 
exterior  elevation.  Chimneys,  ventilators  and  other  necessary 
mechanical  apparatus,  usually  located  above  roof  level,  may 
project  not  more  than  a  total  of  ten  (10)  feet  above  the  roof 
upon  which  they  are  situated. 

G.  MINIMUM  TRACT  SIZE 
Twenty  (20)  acres. 

H.    MAXIMUM  UNIT  DENSITY  ALLOWED 

The  maximum  unit  density  is  determined  according  to  the 
following  procedure: 

1 .    Determine  the  square  footage  of  the  useable 

(developable)  tract  area  by  taking  the  gross  tract  area 
minus  the  following: 

a.  The  area  of  all  open  water; 

b.  Seventy  five  (75%)  percent  of  the  area  of  all 
wetlands  (as  defined  in  the  Brookline  Wetlands  Con- 
servation Ordinance). 

c.  Slopes  greater  than  thirty-five  (35%)  percent; 

d.  The  area  of  all  Public  roads  (including  right-of-way). 
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2.    To  determine  the  maximum  number  of  units  allowed: 

First:        Divide  the  usable  (developable)  tract  by  sixty 
thousand  (60,000)  square  feet  to  determine  the 
number  of  units. 

Second:  Divide  the  total  tract  area  by  eighty  thousand 
(80,000)  square  feet  to  determine  the  number 
of  units. 

Third:  Whichever  number  is  lower  shall  be  the  max- 
imum number  of  units  allowed. 

FRONTAGE,  ACCESS,  SETBACKS  AND  LOT  SIZE 
REQUIREMENTS 

1 .  Frontage 

One  Hundred  (100)  feet  on  a  public  right  of  way  Class  V 
or  better,  from  which  the  lot  takes  its  access. 

2.  Access 

For  cluster  developments  contaning  twenty-five  (25)  units 
or  greater  there  shall  be  provided  two  (2)  access  points. 
One  additional  access  must  be  provided  for  each  addi- 
tional twenty-four  (24)  units. 
Ex:     1  -  24  =  1  access 
2  -  47  =  2  accesses 
48-71  =3  accesses 

a)  Internal  roads  shall  be  built  to  current  subdivision 
standards  as  adopted  by  the  Planning  Board;  and 
such  road(s)  shall  not  be  conveyed  to  the  Town  and 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  homeowner's  association. 

b)  Each  access  requires  100  feet  of  frontage  on  a 
public  right  of  way  Class  V  or  better. 
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3.    Setbacks 

Front:  No  structure  or  parking  area  shall  be  closer  than 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  from  an  existing  public  right  of 
way. 

Side  and  Rear:  No  structure  or  parking  area  shall  be 
within  seventy-five  (75)  feet  of  an  abutting  property  line. 

Internal  Requirements: 

No  structure  shall  be  closer  than  twenty  (20)  feet 
from  the  edge  of  a  private  right-of-way  or  thirty  (30) 
feet  from  a  proposed  public  right-of-way. 

No  proposed  single  family  detached  unit  may  be 
within  thirty  (30)  feet  of  an  adjoining  structure. 

No  proposed  single  family  attached  unit  may  be 
within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  an  adjoining  structure. 

J.    OPEN  SPACE 

A  minimum  of  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the  gross  tract  area 
shall  be  set  aside  as  open  space  intended  for  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  residents  of  the  development.  This  open 
space  shall  be  permanently  restricted  for  recreation,  open 
space  and  conservation  uses,  and  protected  by  a 
homeowners  association.  Upon  mutual  agreement  of  the 
Town,  and  the  developer  and/or  the  homeowners  associa- 
tion, a  portion  of  the  open  space  may  be  permanently  pro- 
tected by  a  public  body  which  shall  maintain  the  land  for  the 
benefit  of  the  general  public.  The  Town  and  the  property 
owners  within  the  development  shall  be  assured  of  en- 
forceable rights  with  respect  to  such  preservation. 

Such  open  space  shall  not  be  resubdivided  further  but  may 
contain  accessory  structures  and  improvements  appropriate 
for  educational,  recreational  or  social  uses  upon  approval  by 
the  Planning  Board. 
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The  following  may  not  be  used  in  the  determination  of  the 
minimum  required  open  space: 

a.  areas  to  be  devoted  to  roads  or  private  vehicular  traffic; 

b.  areas  incorporated  into  the  design  of  septic  systems; 

c.  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  percent  of  the  open  space  land 
should  consist  of  open  water,  wetlands  and  slopes 
greater  than  thirty-five  (35)  percent. 

Open  space  areas  shall  have  adequate  access  to  allow  for 
the  recreational  uses  of  those  areas. 

K.    HOMEOWNERS  ASSOCIATION 
The  homeowners  association  shall: 

1 .  Obligate  purchasers  to  participate  in  a  homeowners 
association  and  to  support  maintenance  of  the  open 
space  areas  (including  developed  recreational  areas), 
private  streets  and  utilities  by  paying  to  the  association 
assessment  sufficient  for  such  maintenance  and  subjec- 
ting their  properties  to  a  lien  for  enforcement  of  payment 
of  the  respective  assessments. 

2.  Empower  the  Town,  as  well  as  other  purchasers  in  the 
development,  to  enforce  the  obligations  of  the 
homeowners  association  that  affect  the  health  and  safety 
of  Brookiine  residents. 

3.  Provide  for  agreements: 

a.  that  if  the  Town  is  required  to  perform  any 
maintenance  work  pursuant  to  item  2.  above,  said 
purchasers  would  pay  the  cost  thereof  and  that  the 
same  shall  be  a  lien  upon  their  properties  until  said 
cost  has  t>een  paid; 

b.  that  the  developer  shall  be  responsible  for  the  forma- 
tion of  the  homeowners  association  of  which  the 
developer— or  if  the  developer  is  not  the  owner  of 
the  development,  then  such  owner— shall  be  a 
member  until  all  of  the  lots  of  record  are  sold; 
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c.    Other  equivalent  provisions  to  assure  adequate 

perpetual  maintenance  may  be  permitted  if  approved 
by  the  Planning  Board. 

4.    Be  structured  so  as  to  provide  that  the  membership  and 
obligation  of  unit  purchasers  in  the  homeowners  associa- 
tion will  be  automatic  upon  the  conveyance  of  title  or 
lease  of  individual  dwelling  units. 

L.    WATER  AND  SEPTIC  SYSTEMS 

A  cluster  development  or  portions  thereof  may  be  served  by 
common  water  and  septic  systems,  the  design  and  construc- 
tion of  which  must  be  approved  by  state  and  local 
authorities.  All  pertinent  local  and  state  regulations  regarding 
the  placement  and  construction  of  septic  systems  shall  be 
applicable.  The  applicant  shall  demonstrate  that  the  water 
and  septic  systems  will  be  adequately  maintained  and 
operated  for  the  life  of  the  project.^ 

M.   BUFFER  PROVISIONS 

A  seventy-five  (75)  foot  buffer  area  along  the  entire  parcel 
perimeter  must  be  proposed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Plann- 
ing Board.  The  Planning  Board  may  allow  constuction  of 
necessary  facilities  (such  as  access  driveways,  hydrants  or 
drainage  structures)  within  the  buffer  zone.  This  buffer  is  to 
be  considered  part  of  the  common  open  land  as  described 
in  Section  J. 

A  visual  buffer  must  be  provided  utilizing  whenever  possible 
the  existing  trees  and  vegetation.  Where  the  visual  buffer 
area  is  not  naturally  wooded,  a  visually  attractive  and  ap- 
propriate combination  of  landscaping  and  fencing  (to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Planning  Board)  shall  be  used  to  screen  the 
subdivision  from  the  view  of  a  roadway  or  abutter. 
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Amendment  5.    INDUSTRIAL  ZONE  REGULATIONS 

A.  GENERAL 

The  Planning  Board  shall  approve  Industrial  development  in 
accordance  with  this  ordinance,  site  plan  review  regulations 
and  any  other  town  regulations  and  ordinances,  state  regula- 
tions, and  federal  regulations  as  may  apply. 

B.  PURPOSE  AND  OBJECTIVES 

This  Article  is  intended  to  encourage  the  location  of  suitable 
industrial  uses  in  areas  which  have  the  land  capability  to 
support  such  uses. 

For  the  purposes  of  promoting  the  health,  safety  and  general 
welfare  of  residents;  the  provision  of  increased  employment 
opportunities  for  the  residents  of  Brookline;  the  expansion  of 
the  Town's  tax  base  by  uses  that  do  not  demand  high  levels 
of  public  services;  and  the  achievement  of  the  industrial  land 
use  goal  of  the  Brookline  Master  Plan,  this  article 
establishes  an  Industrial  District,  the  permitted  uses  therin, 
and  the  standards  and  regulatory  requirements  of  proposed 
industrial  uses  to  be  located  within  its  boundaries. 

C.  PERMISSIBLE  USES 

1.  Manufacturing,  compounding,  processing,  packing,  treat- 
ment or  warehousing  of  goods  and  products; 

2.  Assembly  of  finished  good  from  pre-manufacturing  parts; 

3.  Research  and  testing  laboratories; 

4.  Distribution  plants  and  freight  and  trucking  terminals; 

5.  Public  utilities,  except  generating  plants; 

6.  Brewing  and  bottling  plants; 

7.  Printing  and  publishing  establishments; 

8.  Metal  working  and  machine  shops; 

9.  Corporate  and  business  offices; 
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10.  Wholesale  and  storage  businesses  in  enclosed  buildings 
(not  including  junk  storage); 

1 1 .  Business  or  industrial  trade  schools. 

D.  SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS 

The  following  uses  may  be  permitted  if  granted  special  ex- 
ception by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  if  site  plan 
approval  is  granted  by  the  Planning  Board; 

1 .  Building  materials  sales  yard,  contractor's  storage  and 
equipment  yards. 

2.  Sales  and/or  service  of  heavy  vehicles  or  machinery 
(trucks,  construction  equipment,  farm  equipment); 

3.  Sales  and/or  service  of  heavy  residential,  commercial,  or 
industrial  equipment,  appliances  and  utilities; 

4.  The  sales  and/or  service  of  products  manufactured  or 
assembled  on  site. 

E.  PROHIBITED  USES 

1 .  New  residential  construction  or  use; 

2.  New  commercial  construction  or  use  except  in  combined 
Industrial/Commercial  Zone; 

3.  Smelting  or  melting  of  metals  and  ores; 

4.  Petroleum  or  tar  refining  or  processing; 

5.  Manufacturing  or  compounding  of  solvent,  water  or  oil 
based  paints,  varnishes  or  coatings; 

6.  Manufacturing,  synthesis  or  blending  of  artificial  or 
natural  fertilizers; 

7.  Manufacturing,  compounding,  or  processing  of  chemicals 
and  acids; 

8.  Preparation  of  cement,  gypsum,  lime  or  plaster  of  Paris; 
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9.  Slaughterhouses,  stockyards  and  feed  lots; 
10.  Manufacturing  or  storage  of  explosives. 

F.  PERFORMANCE  STANDARDS  FOR  PERMITTED  USES 

Every  use  shall  be  operated  so  that  it  will  minimize  negative 
environmental  impacts  to  neighboring  properties  from  emis- 
sions of  smoke,  noise,  odors,  vibrations,  annd  discharges. 
All  uses  shall  conform  to  performance  standards  as  defined 
by  local,  state  or  federal  regulations,  whichever  is  the  more 
restrictive. 

G.  MINIMUM  TRACT  SIZE 

The  minimum  tract  size  which  may  be  proposed  for  develop- 
ment under  this  ordinance  shall  be  80,000  square  feet. 

H.    MAXIMUM  STRUCTURE  HEIGHT 

No  structure  shall  be  constructed  to  a  height  greater  than 
thirty  five  (35)  feet  or  two-and-one-half  (21/2)  stories, 
whichever  is  lesser  as  measured  from  the  lowest  adjacent 
exterior  elevation.  Chimneys,  ventilators  and  other  necessary 
mechanical  apparatus,  usually  located  above  roof  level,  may 
project  not  more  than  a  total  of  ten  (10)  feet  above  the  roof 
upon  which  they  are  situated. 

I.     FRONTAGE  AND  SETBACK  REQUIREMENTS 

1 .  Frontage 

Each  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  of  two  hundred 
(200)  feet  on  a  Class  V  road  or  better,  from  which  it 
takes  its  access. 

2.  Setbacks 

Distances  shall  be  measured  along  a  line  perpendicular 
to  the  lot  line  from  the  part  of  the  building  or  structure 
nearest  the  lot  line.  Principal  and  accessory  buildings 
and  structures  located  on  any  lot  shall  conform  to  the 
following  minimum  requirements: 
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a.  Front 

Buildings  and  accessory  structures  shall  be  setback  at 
least  one  hundred  (100)  feet  from  the  right-of-way  of  ex- 
isting and  proposed  public  roads.  Parking  areas  shall  be 
setback  at  least  fifty  (50)  feet  from  the  right-of-way  of  ex- 
isting and  proposed  public  roads.  There  shall  exist  a 
visual  vegetative  buffer  of  at  least  fifty  (50)  feet  from  the 
right-of-way  of  existing  or  proposed  public  roads.  This 
buffer  shall  be  permanent  and  consist  of  an  appropriate 
combination  of  trees,  hedges  and  other  landscaping 
vegetation.  No  existing  parking  area  may  be  expanded 
or  enlarged  within  these  setback  areas. 

The  regulation  set  forth  herein  is  intended  to  apply  only 
to  the  construction  of  new  structures  which  takes  place 
on  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section.  Any  dwell- 
ing or  other  structure  which  is  in  existence  at  the  time  of 
passage  of  this  section,  may  be  enlarged,  modified  or 
otherwise  altered  within  the  front  setback  only  by  adding 
to  the  rear  of  the  building  without  increasing  the  lateral 
dimensions  of  the  building  within  the  setback. 

b.  Side 

The  side  setback  for  new  structures  or  additions  to  a 
structure  of  up  to  one  story  shall  be  at  least  thirty  five 
(35)  feet  from  the  side  lot  lines. 

The  side  setback  for  new  structures  or  additions  to  a 
structure  of  greater  than  one  story  up  to  the  maximum 
height  allowed  shall  be  increased  an  additional  thirty  five 
(35)  feet. 

The  side  setback  shall  be  at  least  fifty  (50)  feet, 
regardless  of  building  or  strucutre  height,  when  abutting 
a  lot  zoned  for  or  in  residential  use.  There  shall  also  be 
provided  a  visual  vegetative  buffer  of  at  least  thirty  (30) 
feet  consisting  of  an  appropriate  combination  of  trees, 
hedges  and  other  landscaping  vegetation  to  act  as  an 
effective  visual  buffer  for  the  residential  abutter. 
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c.  Rear 

The  rear  setback  for  new  structures  or  additions  to  a 
structure  of  up  to  one  story  shall  be  at  least  thirty 
five  (35)  feet  from  the  rear  lot  line. 

The  rear  setback  for  new  structures  or  additions  to  a 
structure  of  greater  than  one  story  up  to  the  max- 
imum height  allowed  shall  be  increased  an  additional 
thirty  five  (35)  feet. 

The  rear  setback  shall  be  at  least  fifty  (50)  feet, 
regardless  of  building  or  structure  height,  when  abut- 
ting a  lot  zoned  for  or  in  residential  use.  There  shall 
also  be  provided  a  vegetative  buffer  of  at  least  thirty 
(30)  feet  consisting  of  an  appropriate  combination  of 
trees,  hedges  and  other  landscaping  vegetation  to 
act  as  an  effective  visual  buffer  for  the  residential 
abutter. 

d.  Open  water  and  Wetlands 

The  minimum  setbacks  for  structures  and  parking 
areas  shall  be  seventy  five  (75)  feet  from  wetlands 
areas,  except  in  those  locations  where  the  soil  type 
is  coarse  textured  soil  with  rapid  to  very  permeabili- 
ty, as  referenced  in  the  SCS  publication,  where  a 
125'  setback  shall  be  required. 

J.     MINIMUM  SEPARATION  BETWEEN  BUILDINGS 

Thirty  (30)  feet  or  sufficient  distance  for  emergency  vehicle 
access,  whichever  is  greater. 

K.    SITE  COVERAGE 

A  maximum  of  seventy  five  (75%)  percent  of  the  lot  may  be 
covered  by  buildings  and  structures,  parking  areas, 
driveways,  sidewalks  and  access  ways. 

All  remaining  portions  of  the  lot  not  covered  by  buildings 
and  structures,  parking  areas,  driveways,  sidewalks  and  ac- 
cess ways  shall  be  maintained  as  landscaped  open  space 
(consisting  of  an  appropriate  combination  of  trees,  hedges, 
existing  vegetation  and  other  landscaping  vegetation)  and 
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permanently  maintained  in  such  a  manner  as  to  minimize 
storm  water  runoff  and  to  promote  the  visual  blending  of  the 
non-residential  site  with  the  Town's  predominantly  residential 
character. 

L.    OUTDOOR  STORAGE 

There  shall  be  no  outside  storage  of  materials  or  equipment 
between  the  front  of  any  buildings  and  the  street.  All  storage 
and/or  equipment  parking  areas  shall  be  fenced,  screened, 
landscaped  or  otherwise  visually  screened  from  roads  and 
abutting  lots. 

Waste  storage  areas  shall  be  visually  screened  as  above 
and  provisions  must  be  proposed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Planning  Board  so  as  to  prevent  polluted  and  contaminated 
water  runoff  onto  abutting  lots.  No  waste  may  be  stored 
which  may  cause  leaching  of  chemicals  or  other  pollutants 
into  the  surrounding  water  table  or  surface  runoff,  or  the 
emission  of  toxic  or  harmful  gasses. 

M.   CONDITIONS  FOR  USE  OF  AREA  WATER  SUPPLY 

Where  industrial  uses  shall  be  utilizing  a  private  well  to 
supply  adequate  water  for  its  use,  the  amount  of  water 
withdrawal  shall  not  exceed  safe  aquifer  yield  amounts  nor 
cause  a  depletion  of  water  supplies  for  neighboring  uses. 

N.    ACCESS,  PARKING  AND  CIRCULATION 

1 .  Access 

There  shall  be  no  more  than  one  (1)  access  to  any  lot 
within  this  district,  excepting  that  wherever  desirable  for 
traffic  safety  and  vehicular  circulation  (to  be  determined 
by  the  Planning  Board  under  site  plan  review).  Where  in- 
dustrial lots  adjacent  to  each  other  are  being  developed 
concurrently,  consideration  should  be  given  to  combining 
access  points. 

2.  Parking 

Parking  requirements  and  required  loading  and 
unloading  areas  must  conform  to  Brookline's  site  plan 
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review  regulations  and  other  applicable  Town  regulations 
and  ordinances. 

3.    Circulation 

Interior  vehicular  and  pedestrian  circulation  and  parking 
patterns  shall  promote  the  safe  and  efficient  utilization  of 
the  industrial  use  by  employees  and  the  general  public 
(Including  accessibility  for  the  handicapped). 
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Amendment  5.    COMMERCIAL  ZONE  REGULATIONS 

A.  GENERAL 

The  Planning  Board  shall  approve  commercial  development 
in  accordance  with  this  ordinance,  site  plan  review  regula- 
tions and  any  other  Town  regulations  and  ordinances,  State 
regulations,  and  Federal  regulations  as  may  apply. 

B.  PURPOSE  AND  OBJECTIVES 

This  Article  is  intended  to  encourage  the  location  of  suitable 
commercial  uses  in  areas  which  have  the  land  capability  to 
support  such  uses. 

For  the  purposes  of  promoting  the  health,  safety  and  general 
welfare  of  residents;  the  provision  of  increased  employment 
opportunities  for  the  residents  of  Brookline;  the  expansion  of 
the  Town's  tax  base  by  uses  that  do  not  demand  high  levels 
of  public  services;  and  the  achievement  of  the  commercial 
land  use  goal  of  the  Brookline  Master  Plan,  this  article 
establishes  a  Commercial  District,  the  permitted  uses 
therein,  and  the  standards  and  regulatory  requirements  of 
proposed  commercial  uses  to  be  located  within  its 
boundaries. 

C.  PERMISSIBLE  USES 

1 .  Retail  businesses  offering  goods  for  sale  (excluding 
gasoline  sales. .  .see  Special  Exceptions,  Section  E.). 

2.  Banks  and  financial  institutions. 

3.  Professional  service  and  business  offices. 

4.  Health  care  service  facilities  and  offices. 

5.  Personal  service  facilities  and  offices  (excluding 
automobile  service  and  repair . . .  see  Special  Exceptions, 
Section  E.). 

6.  Hotels/Motels,  inns,  and  lodging  houses  including  such 
retail  businesses  within  these  permitted  buildings  as  are 
conducted  for  the  convenience  of  the  residents  or 
guests. 
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7.  Theatres,  halls,  clubs,  amusement  centers  and  sports 
entertainment  and  activity  complexes. 

8.  Veterinary  service  facilities  and  offices. 

9.  Wholesale  businesses  and  interior  storage  facilities. 

10.  Places  of  worship,  day  nurseries,  kindergartens,  rec- 
reational and  community  center  buildings. 

1 1 .  Municipal  buildings,  schools  and  institutions  of  higher 
education. 

12.  Farming  and  forestry  activities  are  permitted  but  any  use 
of  practice  injurious,  obnoxious  or  offensive  to  other 
commercial  activitiy  in  the  district  is  prohibited. 

13.  Home  occupations  in  existing  residences  as  defined  in 
Brookline's  Zoning  Ordinances,  Article  V,  Section  B, 
subsection  4. 

D.    SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS 

The  following  uses  are  permitted  by  Special  Exception  of  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  subject  to  site  plan  review  of 
the  Planning  Board  and  any  conditions  of  approval  imposed 
by  the  ZBA  to  meet  the  standards  and  requirements  of  this 
ordinance.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  determine 
if  the  proposed  commercial  use  will  meet  the  standards 
established  herein  for  that  use: 

1 .    Automotive  service  stations  for  the  retail  sales  of 
automotive  fuel  products  and/or  automotive  repair  ser- 
vices are  subject  to  the  following: 

a.  All  fuel  pumps  and  pump  islands  and  all  tanks  for 
the  storage  of  motor  vehicle  fuel  shall  be  setback  at 
least  fifty  (50)  feet  from  all  abutting  property  lines 
and  road  right-of-way. 

b.  All  repair  and  service  work,  including  car  washing, 
but  excluding  emergency  service  and  the  dispensing 
of  fuels,  shall  be  conducted  entirely  within  an  enclos- 
ed building. 
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c.  The  above  (Section  E,  subsection  1 .)  shall  not  have 
its  curb  cuts  (access)  located  within  a  five  hundred 
(500)  foot  radius  distance  of  another  gasoline  sales 
location's  curb  cuts  (access). 

d.  The  number  of  vehicles  that  can  remain  in  temporary 
outside  storage  shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  vehicles 
multiplied  by  the  number  of  service  bays. 

E.  PROHIBITED  USES 

1 .  New  residential  construction  or  use. 

2.  New  industrial  construction  or  use  except  in  combined 
Industrial/Commercial  Zone. 

F.  PERFORMANCE  STANDARDS  FOR  PERMISSIBLE  USES 

Every  use  shall  be  operated  so  that  it  will  minimize  negative 
environmental  impacts  to  neighboring  properties  from  emis- 
sions of  smoke,  noise,  odors,  vibrations,  and  discharges.  All 
uses  shall  conform  to  performance  standards  as  defined  by 
local,  state  or  federal  regulations,  whichever  is  the  more 
restrictive. 

G.  MINIMUM  TRACT  SIZE 

The  minimum  tract  size  which  may  be  proposed  for  develop- 
ment under  this  ordinance  shall  be  80,000  square  feet. 

H.    MAXIMUM  STRUCTURE  HEIGHT 

No  structure  shall  be  constructed  to  a  height  greater  than 
thirty  five  (35)  feet  or  two  and  one  half  (2y2)  stories 
whichever  is  less  as  measured  from  the  lowest  adjacent  ex- 
terior elevation.  Chimneys,  ventilators  and  other  necessary 
mechanical  apparatus,  usually  located  above  roof  level,  may 
project  not  more  than  a  total  of  ten  (10)  feet  above  the  roof 
upon  which  they  are  situated. 
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I.     FRONTAGE  AND  SETBACK  REQUIREMENTS 

1 .  Frontage 

Each  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  of  two  hundred 
(200)  feet  on  a  Class  V  road  or  better,  from  which  it 
takes  its  access. 

2.  Setbacks 

Distances  shall  be  measured  along  a  line  perpendicular 
to  the  lot  line  from  the  part  of  the  building  or  structure 
nearest  the  lot  line.  Principal  and  accessory  buildings 
and  structures  located  on  any  lot  shall  conform  to  the 
following  minimum  requirements: 

a.    Front 

Buildings  and  accessory  structures  shall  be  set  back 
at  least  fifty  (50)  feet  from  the  right-of-way  of  existing 
and  proposed  public  roads.  All  parking  areas  shall 
be  set  back  at  least  thirty  (30)  feet  from  the  right-of- 
way  of  existing  or  proposed  public  roads. 

There  shall  exist  a  landscaped  area  of  at  least  thirty 
(30)  feet  from  the  right-of-way  of  public  roads.  This 
area  shall  consist  of  an  appropriate  combination  of 
trees,  hedges,  and  other  landscaping  vegetation. 
The  regulation  set  forth  herein  is  intended  to  apply 
only  to  the  construction  of  new  structures  which 
takes  place  on  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this  or- 
dinance. Any  dwelling  or  other  structure  which  is  in 
existence  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordinances, 
may  be  enlarged,  modified  or  othenwise  altered 
within  the  fifty  (50)  foot  setback  only  by  adding  to 
the  rear  of  the  building  without  increasing  the  lateral 
dimensions  of  the  building  within  the  fifty  (50)  foot 
setback. 

The  front  setback  on  an  internal  access  road  shall 
be  at  least  thirty  five  (35)  feet  from  the  right-of-way. 
All  parking  areas  shall  be  set  back  at  least  twenty 
five  (25)  feet  from  the  right-of-way.  There  shall  be  a 
landscaped  area  of  at  least  twenty  five  (25)  feet  con- 
sisting of  a  combination  of  trees,  hedges  and  other 
landscaping  vegetation. 
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b.  Side 

The  side  lot  setback  required  for  new  structures  or 
additions  to  a  structure  shall  be  at  least  thirty  five 
(35)  feet  from  the  side  lot  line.  This  side  lot  setback 
shall  be  extended  to  fifty  (50)  feet  when  abutting  lots 
zoned  for  or  in  residential  use.  There  shall  also  be 
provided  a  vegetative  buffer  or  at  least  thirty  (30) 
feet  consisting  of  a  combination  of  trees,  hedges  and 
other  landscaping  provided  to  act  as  an  effective 
visual  buffer  for  the  residential  use  abutter. 

c.  Rear 

Rear  lot  setbacks  required  for  new  structures  or  ad- 
ditions to  a  structure  shall  be  at  least  thirty  five  (35) 
feet  from  rear  lot  lines.  This  rear  lot  setback  shall  be 
extended  to  fifty  (50)  feet  when  abutting  lots  in 
residential  use.  There  shall  also  be  provided  a 
vegetative  buffer  of  at  least  thirty  (30)  feet  consisting 
of  trees,  hedges  and  other  landscaping  provided  to 
act  as  a  visual  buffer  for  the  residential  use  abutter. 

d.  Open  Water  and  Wetlands 

The  minimum  setbacks  for  structures  and  parking 
areas  shall  be  seventy  five  (75)  feet  from  wetlands 
areas,  except  in  those  locations  where  the  soil  type 
is  coarse  textured  soil  with  rapid  to  very  rapid 
permeability,  as  referenced  in  the  SCS  publication, 
where  a  one  hundred  twenty  five  (125)  foot  setback 
shall  be  required. 

J.     MINIMUM  SEPARATION  BETWEEN  BUILDINGS 

Thirty  (30)  feet  or  sufficient  distance  for  emergency  vehicle 
access  whichevery  distance  is  greater. 

K.    SITE  COVERAGE 

A  maximum  of  seventy  five  (75%)  percent  of  the  lot  may  be 
covered  by  buildings  and  structures,  parking  areas, 
driveways,  sidewalks  and  access  ways. 
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All  remaining  portions  of  the  lot  not  covered  by  buildings 
and  structures,  parking  areas,  driveways,  sidewalks  and  ac- 
cess ways  shall  be  maintained  as  landscaped  open  spaces 
(consisting  of  an  appropriate  combination  of  trees,  hedges, 
existing  vegetation  and  other  landscaping  vegetation)  and 
permanently  maintained  in  such  a  manner  as  to  minimize 
storm  water  runoff  and  to  promote  the  visual  blending  of  the 
nonresidential  site  with  the  Town's  predominantly  residential 
character. 

L.    OUTDOOR  STORAGE 

There  shall  be  no  outside  storage  of  materials  or  equipment 
between  the  front  of  any  building  and  the  street.  All  storage 
and/or  equipment  parking  areas  shall  be  fenced,  screened, 
landscaped  or  otherwise  visually  screened  from  roads  and 
abutting  lots. 

Waste  storage  areas  shall  be  visually  screened  as  above 
and  provisions  must  be  proposed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Planning  Board  so  as  to  prevent  polluted  and  contaminated 
water  runoff  onto  abutting  lots.  No  waste  may  be  stored 
which  may  cause  leaching  of  chemicals  or  other  pollutants 
into  the  surrounding  water  table  or  surface  runoff,  or  the 
emission  of  toxic  or  harmful  gases. 

Customary  outdoor  displays  of  goods  for  sale  which  are  in 
keeping  with  the  surrounding  area  and  are  not  offensive  are 
permitted. 

M.   CONDITIONS  FOR  USE  OF  AREA  WATER  SUPPLY 

Where  commercial  uses  shall  be  utilizing  a  private  well  to 
supply  adequate  water  for  its  use,  the  amount  of  water 
withdrawal  shall  not  exceed  safe  aquifer  yield  amounts  nor 
cause  a  depletion  of  water  supplies  for  neighboring  uses. 
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N.    ACCESS,  PARKING  AND  CIRCULATION 

1 .  Access 

There  shall  be  no  more  than  one  (1)  access  to  any  lot 
within  this  district,  excepting  that  wherever  desirable  for 
traffic  safety  and  vehicular  circulation  (to  be  determined 
by  the  Planning  Board).  Where  commercial  lots  adjacent 
to  each  other  are  being  developed  concurrently,  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  combining  access  points. 

2.  Parking 

Parking  requirements  and  required  loading  and 
unloading  areas  must  conform  to  Brookline's  site  plan 
review  regulations  and  other  applicable  Town  regulations 
and  ordinances. 

3.  Circulation 

Interior  vehicular  and  pedestrian  circulation  and  parking 
patterns  shall  promote  the  safe  and  efficient  utilization  of 
the  commercial  uses  by  patrons  and  employees  (in- 
cluding accessibility  for  the  handicapped).

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Selectmen's  Report  for  Town  of  Brookline 

1987 

The  year  1987  was  one  of  change,  growth  and  impact  for  the 
town.  During  this  year,  we  began  to  see  the  Impact  and  implication 
of  much  of  the  growth  Brookline  has  experienced  during  the  past 
years,  and  the  Selectmen  started  to  deal  with  the  additional  pressures 
this  put  on  town  services. 

Growth  has  to  be  the  special  word  for  1987.  During  the  sum- 
mer, almost  every  service  was  impacted  by  growth.  Some  of  the 
changes  were  harder  to  see  immediately.  One  of  the  more  visible 
areas  occurred  at  the  dump.  "Mountains"  of  scrap  iron  and  tires 
seemed  to  grow  out  of  the  ground.  Even  though  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joki 
made  substantial  contributions  to  help  defray  the  costs  of  disposing 
of  their  tires,  there  were  even  more  truckloads  of  tires  that  needed 
to  be  removed.  Possibly  even  more  frustrating  was  that  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  the  pile  had  grown  large  enough  to  remove  several  more 
truck  loads.  In  the  past  the  town  would  have  removed  tires  every 
two  years  -  not  twice  in  one  year.  The  problem  with  scrap  iron  was 
(and  is)  the  same  as  the  tires.  Finally,  because  of  the  additional 
volume  of  trash,  the  town  made  arrangements  to  get  a  larger  com- 
pactor. The  additional  capacity  enabled  the  town  dump  to  stay  open, 
and  meet  the  needs  of  the  townspeople. 

One  obvious  area  where  growth  impacted  the  town  was^easy 
for  the  Selectmen  to  see.  It  was  in  the  town  office.  In  the  spring,  the 
town  contracted  with  Mai  Meltzer  to  act  as  the  building  inspector. 
He  needed  space  for  his  office.  The  Planning  Board's  secretary's 
responsibilities  were  increased  to  help  with  the  additional  workload 
on  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Selectmen's  secretary.  We  had  four  peo- 
ple in  three  small  offices  which  are  already  full  of  all  the  town's 
records.  This  crowded  condition  was  occurring  in  a  building  which 
has  a  vacant  basement  and  upper  floor.  Clearly  it  is  not  the  most 
efficient  use  of  available  space. 

Another  indicator  of  the  impact  growth  was  having  on  the  town 
also  happened  during  the  summer.  Calls  for  police  service  were  in- 
creasing at  an  alarming  rate;  up  71%  from  the  year  before.  Our  two 
full  time  police  were  working  60  hours/week,  and  then  adding  addi- 
tional "on-call"  time  to  that.  Most  of  the  increased  calls  were  criminal 
offenses  and  occurred  during  late  afternoon  and  evening  hours. 
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Indications  are  that  more  support  for  the  police  department  is  needed. 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  concerns  by  the  townspeople 
about  developments.  It  was  not  unusual  for  the  Selectmen,  and  other 
town  officials  to  be  meeting  on-site  with  the  developers  represen- 
ting the  town's  concerns.  In  addition,  the  Selectmen  met  often  with 
developers  negotiating  off-site  improvements. 

A  few  examples  include: 

1.  Averill  Road  -  widening  and  Paving  1200  feet;  widening  and 
straightening  the  intersection  at  Rt.  13. 

2.  Oak  Hill  Road  -  widening,  straightening  and  shimming 

3.  Dupaw  Gould  Road  -  widening,  straightening  and  surfacing. 

The  total  value  of  all  contributions  in  1987  was  more  than  $1 50,000. 

However,  in  the  final  analysis,  many  of  the  problems  and  im- 
pacts that  Brookline  has,  and  is,  feeling  are  occuring  because  of  the 
increased  growth  these  developments  are  bringing  to  town. 

Finally,  the  most  Important  result  of  the  change  the  Selectmen 
have  seen;  was  to  the  1988  town  budget  and  the  tax  rate.  Budget 
hearings  began  late  in  the  Fall,  and  continued  into  January  1988. 
Late  in  the  process,  when  the  full  picture  could  finally  be  seen,  the 
true  impact  of  all  the  change  and  growth  could  be  determined. 

Each  of  the  departments'  requests  seemed  reasonable.  Many 
of  them  seemed  small  and  represented  small  budget  increases. 
However,  a  $3.37  increase  in  the  town's  portion  of  the  tax  rate,  and 
an  $8.09  increase  in  the  school's  portion  of  the  tax  rate;  is  not 
something  the  Selectmen,  Town  Officials,  or  Brookline  residents 
should  be  forced  to  accept  without  some  clear  understanding  of  future 
directions  and  impacts.  These  proposed  increases  amount  to  a 
$1 1 .46  increase  in  1988's  taxt  rate.  In  other  words,  if  your  home  is 
assessed  at  $50,000  (for  tax  purposes),  it  will  cost  you  $573.00  more 
in  taxes  this  year. 

Clearly,  Brookline  is  at  a  critical  point.  The  question  is  how  are 
we  going  to  control  growth,  or,  is  that  growth  going  to  control 
Brookline. 

The  selectmen  need  help  handling  all  the  demands  put  upon 
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them.  They  need  the  help  of  other  Brookline  residents  to  work  on 
special  short-term  committees  to  consult  and  help  direct  the  town. 
We  need  new  residents  and  "old  timers".  We  need  people  commit- 
ted to  maintaining  the  character  of  the  town,  while  allowinq  it  to  qrow 
in  a  regulated  manner.  We  need  residents  who  can  contribute  con- 
siderable time  over  a  few  months  on  specific  projects.  If  you  are  in- 
terested in  supporting  your  town,  any  of  the  Selectmen  would  like 
to  talk  to  you.

All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with 
your  help.

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  State  Forestry  officials.

1987  Annual  Report 

The  Brookline  Conservation  Commission  continued  to  be  very  ac- 
tive during  calendar  year  1987.  Much  of  our  time  has  been  given 
to  the  implementation  of  the  Wetland  Ordinance  which  was  approv- 
ed in  March.  We  have  worked  closely  with  landowners,  developers 
and  the  Planning  Board  to  identify  those  areas  of  town  which  fall 
within  the  Wetland  Conservation  District,  and  thereby  must  comply 
with  the  guidelines  and  restrictions  of  the  ordinance. 

In  addition  to  advising  the  Planning  Board  regarding  the  Wetland 
Conservation  District,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  continued 
to  assist  the  Planning  Board  with  matters  regarding  subdivisions  and 
non-residential  site  plans.  This  cooperation  will  continue. 

An  inventory  of  Brookline's  conservation  lands  was  also  completed. 
The  results  of  the  inventory  will  be  valuable  information  as  we  move 
forward  toward  an  overall  conservation  plan  for  Brookline.  Also,  in 
conjunction  with  the  inventory,  we  have  begun  to  develop  manage- 
ment plans  for  several  of  the  areas  which  were  identified.  We  might 
build  trails  for  hiking  and  cross-country  skiing;  some  timber  harvesting 
is  also  possible.  The  plans  are  still  preliminary. 

We  also  continued  to  publish  the  conservation  newsletter  "OUR 
PLACE".  The  newsletter  has  received  special  recognition  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.  Other 
accomplishments  throughout  the  year  included  planting  trees  in 
Brookline  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  attending  a  number  of  con- 
servation seminars  and  workshops,  and  continued  sponsorship  of 
a  youth  conservation  group.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

As  your  superintendent  of  schools  I  am  involved  in  almost 
everything  that  takes  place  within  the  Brookline  and  Mollis  School 
Districts.  I  am  at  various  times  a  comptroller,  a  personnel  director, 
a  special  education  director,  a  curriculum  director,  a  transportation 
director,  a  federal/state  grant  coordinator,  a  building  principal,  a 
secretary  or  clerk,  a  computer  operator,  and  an  ombudsman.  1987 
was  a  particularly  busy  year  in  both  school  districts,  and  this  sum- 
mary of  events/activities  in  which  I  have  been  involved  during  the 
past  year  will  give  the  reader  some  insight  as  to  what  a  superinten- 
dent of  schools  does  as  well  as  what  has  taken  place  in  the  local 
school  districts  in  the  past  year. 

BUDGETING  -  Every  year  I  initiate  the  processes  that  lead  to 
the  budgets  that  are  voted  upon  in  March  at  the  Annual  School 
District  Meetings.  By  January  of  each  year,  and  1987  was  no  excep- 
tion, we  have  developed  preliminary  budgets  that  are  reviewed  by 
the  Budget  Committee  in  Mollis  and  the  Finance  Committee  in 
Brookline.  Meetings  with  those  groups  often  lead  to  some  budget 
revision  by  the  School  Boards.  Public  hearings  are  held  prior  to  the 
March  meetings.  In  March,  1987,  the  Mollis  Mearing  and  Annual 
Meeting  were  the  most  difficult  in  my  nine  years  in  SAD  #41 .  The 
Budget  Committee  had  projected  a  40%  increase  in  taxes,  and  the 
voters  came  out  in  force.  A  number  of  preparatory  meetings  were 
necessary  before  and  after  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting,  but 
the  1987-88  budget  in  the  amount  of  $6,487,538  was  finally  passed 
with  very  little  change  from  its  original  status.  In  Brookline,  the 
$1 ,721 ,106  budget  passed  without  dissent,  and  a  $1 ,575,000  Bond 
Issue  for  a  school  addition  passed  by  more  than  a  2/3  majority. 

A  third  budget  on  which  the  staff  and  I  work  is  the  $228,600 
School  Administrative  Unit  (SAU)  #41  budget  which  was  approved 
by  the  eight  member  SAU  Board  in  December.  The  SAU  budget, 
once  passed,  becomes  a  part  of  each  of  the  local  school  district 
budgets  and  is  listed  as  the  SAU  Assessment. 

SCHOOL  CONSTRUCTION  -  The  Brookline  Bond  Issue,  hav- 
ing been  approved,  generated  a  great  deal  of  work  for  everyone  con- 
cerned: the  architect,  the  general  contractor,  the  School  Board,  the 
building  committee,   the   building   principal,   the   Business  Ad- 
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ministrator,  and  yours  truly.  Meetings  were  held  every  other  week 
from  March  through  November.  In  Mollis  the  new  roof  on  the  Junior 
High  School  and  oil  tank  replacements  at  the  High  and  Elementary 
schools  were  also  accomplished. 

TEACHER  EVALUATION  -  In  June,  1987,  the  Hollis  School 
Board  approved  the  Hollis  Teacher  Evaluation  Plan  and  three  years 
of  work  by  a  nine  member  committee  came  to  an  end.  I  served  on 
that  committee  as  a  representative  of  the  Administrative  Council.  That 
evaluation  plan  is  in  operation  in  all  Hollis  Schools  as  of  this  year. 

WATER  USE  AGREEMENTS  -  The  Hollis  School  District  owns 
and  operates  a  water  system  that  not  only  supplies  water  to  the 
schools,  but  also  to  the  Town  Hall,  the  Police  Station  (across  from 
the  High  School),  the  Historical  Society  (Ruth  Wheeler  House),  the 
Block,  and  the  Coniaris  family.  Four  Water  Use  Agreements  were 
approved  by  the  voters  at  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting,  and 
that  action  brought  to  an  end  a  four  year  project  which  involved  many 
meetings  with  the  users,  attorneys,  the  School  Board,  and  the 
administration. 

SCHOOL  BUS  CONTRACT  -  After  more  than  a  year  of  meetings, 
reviews  of  draft  copies  of  documents,  and  rewriting,  the  Hollis  School 
Board  signed  a  long  term  contract  with  Hollis  Transportation  Com- 
pany, Inc.  for  the  daily  transportation  of  students  to  and  from  schools. 
The  Brookline  School  Board  also  signed  a  long  term  contract  with 
the  same  company.  Those  contracts  end  on  June  30,  1991. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION  -  In  April.  1987,  both  school  districts 
were  visited  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  Special  Educa- 
tion Bureau.  A  number  of  recommendations  were  made  by  the  visiting 
team,  not  the  least  of  which  was  that  we  secure  a  Special  Education 
Director  to  oversee  our  total  program.  Because  Special  Education 
issues  have  taken  up  so  much  of  my  time,  as  well  as  building  prin- 
cipals' time,  and  the  time  of  our  Business  Administrator,  and  because 
the  effort  that  we  collectively  put  into  administering  Special  Educa- 
tion is  often  misguided,  we  recommended  the  addition  of  a  Special 
Education  Director  to  the  SAU  #41  staff  and  the  position  was  approv- 
ed, effective  July  1,1988.0ver  18%  of  the  $6.5  million  dollar  Hollis 
budget  is  for  Special  Education,  and  in  Brookline,  over  16%  of  the 
budget  is  earmarked  for  that  category.  It  is  everyone's  hope  that  a 
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Special  Education  Director  will  be  able  to  keep  costs  down  while  pro- 
viding quality  programs  for  the  students  in  need. 

AMHERST/BROOKLINE/HOLLIS  COOPERATIVE  STUDY 
COMMITTEE  -  Since  early  October  I  have  been  attending  several 
meetings  per  month  to  examine  what  an  Amherst/Brookline/Hollis 
high  school  cooperative  school  district  might  took  like  if  it  were  to 
become  a  reality.  The  Mollis  School  Board  decided  to  participate  in 
this  study  when  it  became  evident  that  a  new  high  school  would  be 
needed  in  Mollis  in  the  fall  of  1991 .  More  information  regarding  this 
study  will  be  made  available  at  the  Annual  School  District  Meetings 
In  March,  1988. 

FACILITIES  COMMITTEE  -  As  the  Brookline  addition  was  pro- 
ceeding at  record  speed,  the  Facilities  Committee  in  Mollis  was  clos- 
ing in  on  a  final  report  to  the  Mollis  School  Board.  Although  my 
schedule  did  not  permit  me  to  attend  all  of  this  committee's  meetings, 
I  did  perform  a  great  deal  of  research  for  the  group,  and  for  the  ar- 
chitectural firm  that  was  employed  to  assist  the  committee.  In  early 
November  the  Facilities  Committee  made  its  report  to  the  Mollis 
School  Board  and  recommended  heating/ventilation  repairs  at  the 
junior  high  school,  and  a  new  high  school  to  be  ready  for  use  in  1991 . 

STAFF  DEVELOPMENT  -  As  a  member  of  the  SAU  #41  Staff 
Development  Committee,  I  have  assisted  in  the  establishment  of 
graduate  level  courses  and  workshops  for  our  teachers.  In  the 
1987-88  school  year  we  have  arranged  a  course  in  the  Teaching  of 
Writing  and  one  on  Learning  Styles.  Workshops  on  Assertive 
Discipline,  Using  "Trade  Books",  Computers,  and  CPR  have  also 
been  arranged. 

ACTING  PRINCIPAL  AT  MOLLIS  AREA  HIGH  SCHOOL  -  Dur- 
ing part  of  August  and  September,  1987, 1  served  at  the  high  school 
as  the  Acting  Principal.  Principal  Daniel  Moegeiin,  had  been  involv- 
ed in  an  automobile  accident,  and  was  recuperating.  Me  returned 
to  work  in  late  October.  From  mid  September  until  his  return,  Mr. 
Ralph  Smith,  a  retired  principal  from  the  Merrimack  School  District 
worked  for  us  on  a  consultant  basis. 

CURRICULUM  -  Two  or  three  times  a  year  our  Curriculum  Coun- 
cil meets  to  review  progress  to  date  on  curriculum  revision.  Our  cur- 
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ricula  are  continuously  being  changed  to  reflect  the  latest  technology 
and/or  the  needs  of  our  students.  The  Curriculum  Council  members 
consist  of  parents,  teachers,  administrators  and  students.  As 
Superintendent,  I  chair  the  meetings.  I  also  work  with  the  Principals 
and  the  Curriculum  Coordinators  to  make  decisions  on  which  sub- 
ject areas  we  plan  to  focus  each  year. 

PERSONNEL  MANAGEMENT  -  As  superintendent  I  hire  all  sup- 
port staff  personnel  in  the  districts.  I  nominate  all  certified  staff 
(teachers  and  administrators)  to  the  school  boards  which  "elect" 
those  persons  to  their  annual  contracts.  I  interview  all  new  employees 
and  attempt  to  have  exit  interviews  with  those  who  leave.  Advertis- 
ing for  personnel  is  facilitated  through  my  office.  I  am  responsible 
for  annual  written  evaluations  of  Building  Principals,  the  Business 
Administrator,  the  Special  Education  Director,  and  my  secretary.  The 
Brookline  and  Mollis  School  Boards  evaluate  my  performance  on  an 
annual  basis. 

Three  separate  collective  bargaining  units  exist  in  SAU  H^ : 

(HEA)  Mollis  Education  Association  (teachers,  nurses,  guidance 
counselors,  and  librarians) 

(MESSA)  Mollis  Education  Support  Staff  Association  (secretaries, 
teacher  aides,  custodians,  cafeteria  workers,  building  maintenance 
supervisors,  and  audio-visual  aid  technician) 

(BTA)  Brookline  Teachers  Association  (teachers) 

On  an  "as  needed  basis"  I  furnish  the  school  boards  with 
research  that  helps  support  management  viewpoints  during  the 
negotiations  process. 

In  1987,  two-year  contracts  were  settled  with  the  MEA  and 
MESSA,  and  an  election  was  held  that  instituted  the  BTA. 

GOALS  -  Each  year  I  require  the  administrators  that  I  supervise 
to  prepare  Goals  and  Objectives  to  assist  them  in  their  job  perfor- 
mance. I  present  my  Goals  to  the  SAU  #41  School  Board  annually. 
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For  1987-88  those  Goals  are  as  follows: 

1 .  Supervise  the  facilitation  of  needed  improvements  in  the  delivery 
of  SAU  #41  special  education  services. 

2.  Implement  a  revised  budget  presentation  format  for  the  Mollis 
School  District  (for  the  March,  1988,  Annual  School  District 
Meeting). 

3.  Supervise  the  ongoing  process  of  curriculum  development 
and/or  revision. 

4.  Promote  the  Effective  Schools  concept  throughout  the  School 
Administrative  Unit.
